OF FLIGHT OVER GERMAN Cli 


Grand Headquarters of the French 
Army in France, Bunday, Juiy 8 (A.P.) 
—The most daring rad yet carried 
out against the great Krupp munition 
works at Essen was recounted to a 
staff correspondent of the Associated 
Press by Sergeant Maime CGallois, who 
defied ull the German anti-aircraft 
defense; and bombarded the heart of 
the German armament-producing fac- 
tories with high explosives, crossel the 
German front line twice, flew over 
many Rhennish cities and reached 
home scathless, ‘ 

The whole filght lasted seven hours 
during which the daring French avia- 
tors were guided only ‘by the moon anc 
stars and the compass, as the voyage 
was made in the darkest hours of the 
night, the destination belng reached 
exactly aceording to plan, 

With Sergeant Gallois were Lieut. 
Ardisson de Perdeguir, Sergt, Durand, 
and another comrade, 

Crossing the Rhine. 

Pergeant Gallois said; ‘We left our 
base at nightfall Friday, with the in- 
tention of reaching KHesen. Snon after- 
wards we ran into foggy weather and 
lost sight of each other. I flew at an 
altitude of 1,200 metres and passed 
over Matz and Thieonville, following 
the course of the river Moselle, which, 
however, rapidly disappeared in ~ the 
mist.

The dairy industry has received 
Considerably more encouragement 
from the Edmonton Exhibition Asso- 
ciation this year than in any year 
since the inception of the association. 


The prizes offered for competition in 
Bthie department are much more nu- 
m= Tierous and about three times as val- 

uable as heretofore, and as a natural 

consequence the number of exhibits 

{8 proportionately high. 

This year there are buyers ard rep- 
Tesentatives from all paits of the Do- 

nion, from Ontario to the coast, 

And take: all round there is undisput- 

able evidence of a growing Interest in 

the creamery industry of Alberta, and 
the impetis given to it by this year's 
exhibition should demonstrate that 

Alberta is a great butter producing 

Province, These remarks apply with 

Special force to Northern and Central 

Alberta, where conditions are more 

favorable to the butter making indus- 

try than in the southern portions of 
the province. 

This brings up a point that dairy- 
men here are discussing. The provin- 
clal dairy commissioner, ©. Marker 
to whose untiring zeal and great abil- 
‘ty much of the improvement in the 
quality of Alberta butter is due, has 
his headquarters in Calgary, which |s 
not, by any means, such an import- 
ant ‘butter producing centre as Hd- 
monton, as southern Alberta does not, 
for various reasons, go in for butter 
tnaking in anything approaching as 
large a scale as northern § Alberta 
(toes, Why not then, it is asked, have 
Edmonton as the commissioner's 
headquarters, seeing that it is here 
the greater part of the interest is cen- 
tred. 

Mr. Marker pays particular atien- 
tion to the grading of the butter of 
the province, and as @ result Alberta 
butter contmanda from ‘half a cent to 
a cent higher than the butter of any 
other province in the Dominion, 
owing to the unfformity sscured by 
this system. A representative of the 
\, Ayres Company of Montreal recent- 
'v stated that his company would m- 
her have a car of butter from A\l- 
berta than from any other part of 
Canada on account of the uniform 

Buality of the product as to color, fla 
vor, texture, salt, etc. The output of 
creamery butter in the prevince of Al- 
berta last year was 8,40),000 pounds, 
and this large quantity is certain to 
be considerably increased this year. 

In Edmonton there ere several 
large creameries, including the Ed- 
monton City Dairy, the Woodland 
Dairy, Swift's and the Northern 
Creamery, Ltd, These firmdés are all 
increasing and extending their busi- 
ness, The B.C. D. has recently oxen- 
ed a mew branch in Grand Prcirie 
400 miles north, which is making 
steady progress and devcloping new 
business in that distant centre. The 
Swift Co. has established a new 
creamery on the Hudson Bay Reserve 
within 6 past few months and ie 
doing a very. iarge business. These 
firms have business connections in 
the most remote parts of northern 
and central Alberta and are steadlly 
developing the dairy industry in ail 
these places,

The country is very prosperous ; 
the city is not. Whether, when, 
and to what extent the inacfive 
conditoins in the city are to be en- 
livened depends upon whether, 
when, and to what extent the busi- 
ness interests of the city are linked 
up with the prosperity of the 
country, 


It is useless to look for a re- 
turn of good times in the city in 
any other direction than that of 
the farmer. A city does not make 
itself, least of all a city that is 
mainly a trading centre; it 1s 
made by the country of which it 
is the centre. Neither can it of 
itself break up stagnation and 
create local prosperity. This 
must be done by outside forces, or 
not at all. 


In Edmonton we tried the 
scheme of ‘‘booming the city,’”’ as 
a means of creating prosperity 11- 
dependent of the farmer, For a 
while it succeeded, but the explo- 
sion camo finally, and we are 
dizzy from the effects of it yet. 
We may survive, but surely the 
experiment demonstrated one fact 
to conclusiveness; that the coun- 
try is Edmonton’s one sure and 
permanent source of strength. 


It is to the farmer we must look 
to pull the city out of the wreck- 
age of speculative ventures and 
to restore the conditions of a nor- 
mal and healthy growth, Else- 
where it is useless to look. We 
could not boom the city again if 
we wanted to. It simply wouldn't 
work, however hard we might 
try. Hopes based on any other 
factor than the farm may as well 
be discarded now, for the longer 
they are cherished the greater the 
disappointment. 


' We are ‘‘through,’’ except in 
Ef so far as we.can hitch the city 
up to the country and let the coun- 
try pull it along. And that is as 
fast as the city has any right to 
get along. It also is fast enough 
to satisfy legitimate ambitions. 
The country today has a pulling 
power it never had before, It is 
strong with energy of an abnormal 
prosperity. Whatever the farmer 
E ® can grow and all that he can grow 
EB of it, is demanded today at prices 
he never got before. What more 
should Edmonton ask or need? 


So far as the factor is concerned 
upon which the city depends for 
its existence and growth there is 
less reason now that Edmonton's 
conditions should be stagnant than 
there ever was before. If the city 
was legitimately entitled to the re- 
markable period of activity which 

fH ® cnded in 1913 it is now entitled 

1M to an activity ten times as great— 

H@ for the country upon which the 

city depends is now as remarkably 

Bi prosperous as it then was quiscent. 

i That we have not that activity, in 
spite of the country’s prosperity, 
is due to causes not connected 
with the conditions of our ‘‘basic 
industry.”’ 


The fair is one point of contact 
between the city and the country. 
It is therefore one means offering 
for the establishment of new con- 
nections between the business in- 
terests of the city and the condi- 
tions prevailing in the country. 
Edmonton dealers are this year 
using more space at the fair 
grounds than ever before to show 
visitors from gutside the city what 
they have to sell, and to form 
business relationships with them. 
That is good business from the 
city’s standpoint, and from the 
standpoint of everyone interested 
in the city; as well as from that 
of the dealers themselves.

CONSCRIPTION 


AND 


EQUALITY OF SERVICE 


During the speech of the Hon. Mr. 
Meighan on the conscription bill, in 
the House of Commons, on June 21, a 
discussion took place between himself 


and the Hon. Frank Oliver, as to the 
obligations to be imposed by the bill 
on the province of Quebec. The Han- 
sard report is as follows: 

Hon. Mr, Meighan: What is the 
ground of the leader of the Opposi- 
tion? He argues that the bill is go- 
ing to bring about disunion in this 
country, and will be met with opposi- 
tion, if not with resistance, on the part 
of French Canada. His amendment 
is seconded by the hon, memher for 
Edmonton, who wants a conscription 
bill that will take all of these 100,000 
men out of French Canada alone. 

Mr. Oliver: I would like my _ hon. 
friend to keep closer to the facts than 
that. Hansard is my record, 

Mr, Meighen: I would not have said 
so if it had not been on Hansard. The 
hon. gentleman's words are capable 
of that interpretation, and of no other 
interpretation. I know he did not 
use those words with the intention 
i pati interpretation should be ap- 
plied. 

Mr. Oliver: Thank you. 

Mr. Meighen: He took the ground 
that this bill would take men out™ of 
Alberta or the Edmonton constituen- 
cies, from which enough men had al- 
ready gone, his idea being to make 
the bill unpopular in the constituency 
of Edmonton, What is the inevit- 
able conclusion from ths words? This 
is what he said, as reported in Unre- 
vised Hansard, page 2520; 

“We have been led to believe that 

a conscription measure would be 
fair to the country, and ns we have 
done our duty, in a measure, so it 
would compel the peopic in other 
parts ct the country to do _ their 
duty. Now that is the kind of con- 
scription measure I want to see, but 
that is not the kind of conscription 
measure my hon, friend has brought 
down," 

Mr. Oliver: Hear, hear. 

Mr. Meighen: He wants: to compel 
hi hs who have not done their duty to 
ado . 

Mr. Oliver: Hear, hear. 


Mr. Meighen: What does he say on 
the previous page? 

“Given a proper measure of uni- 
versal military service, and there is 
equality in the distribution of the 
ourden, an equality that does not 
exist in the case of voluntary ser- 
vice If there is not equality 
of wervice under the compulsory 
principle, then, instead of it being 
a democratic method of meeting a 
great emergency, it becomes an 
instrument of tyranny and unfair- 
ness in every particular,” 

These are his words; I want a con- 


scription measure that provides for 
eyvality of service. And how? By 
taking those who have not enlisted 


voluntarily until you bring about 
equality. 

Mr, Oliver’ Hear, hear. 

Mr. Mcighen;: How are you going to 
get an equality in this courtry unless 
in addition to the 8,000 of French- 
Canadian extraction already enlisted 
in the province of Quebec we take 
100,000 nicre? 

Mr. Oliver; If it requires 100,000 
men from the province of Quebec for 
the province of Quebec to do its share, 
then certainly take the 100,000, but 
my hon, friend does not suggest that 
it does require that. 

Mr. Meighen: Would 
French Canada be an: 
tlonately than equal to’ the present 
contribution from Alberta, mun _ for 
man, and how can you get an equality 
unless the contributions are propor- 
tionately equal? 

Mr. Oliver; I could not say without 
a pencil and paper. When my hon.

| A French Canadian View 


Jacques Bureau, Liberal M.P., for 
Three Rivers, Quebec, spoke on the 
Military Service Bill in the House of 
Parte pee on June 26th in part as fol- 
ows: 


From Hansard. 


Mr, Jacques Bureau (Three Rivers 
and St. Maurice): I cannot give a 
silent vote on this matter, because I 
consider that this is the most import- 
int question that has ever been sub- 
mitted to the Canadian people. It af- 
fects two of the greatest gifts of the 
citizen, his life and his liberty. In 
considering this measure, one who is a 
true democrat anda true Canadian 
deserving the support of his fellow 
citizens, must use his sober judgnient, 
and analyse carefully the conse- 
quences of the measure, scrutinize 
thoroughly the motives that Inspired 
it, search with care and ascertain 
the sentiments and opinions of those 
he represents, We have a righf, and 
it is our duty, to express our opinions 
ind our sentiments on this’ matter. 
Whatever opinions may be expressed 
or whatever threats may be made, we 
ire willing to go before the country o1 
the stand we are taking,, and to face 
ill fair-minded men. 

e s e 

Listening to the speeches that have 
been delivered so far by hon. gentle- 
men opposite, one would be inclined 
to think that we are offposed to the 
winning of this war by the Allied na- 
tions. Hon, gentlemen opposite tell 
us that the war must be won, Certain- 
ly, the war must be won. That is no! 
the question before the House, We 
are all agreed in regard to that ques- 
tion. In the short session of 1914 not 
a voice was raised in opposition to the 
proposals of the Government; we said 
to the Government: We give you carte 
blanche; go on and win this war, The 
question now before this House is: 
all the people of this country without 
first consulting the people? Are we to 
legislate on matters affecting ao vitally 
al Ithe people of this country without 
having their consent? For my part, I 
do not purpose tearing another piece 
out of the constitution. I object to 
the Biil, and I amin favor of a refer- 
endum, because I believe that if we 
are in a democratic country we ought 
not and we cannot legislate as to the 
life or liberty of the subject unless we 
have special authority by statute, and 
in that case we mugt live within the 
four corners of that statute, or, un- 
less we have a special mandate from 
the people. 

oe e 

There is another reason why I ob- 
ject to the Bill, I have said before, 
and I cannot repeat it too often, that 
we in this Parliament when dealing 
with the life and liberty uf the subject 
should at least be the representatives 
of those subjects. When the extension 
of Parliament was granted it was 
never contemplated that such a radical 
change as this would be brought about 
in our domestic life. We are today 
in session under and by virtue of the 
Imperial Act. We are practically an 
Imperial Parliament ,and the Imperial 
Parliament, ,having no right to deal 
with the life and liberty of the subject, 
cannot, I maintain, delegate that right 
to the Parliament of Canada. If we 
passed this Act we should not only be 
setting a bad precedent, but doing 
something that was most undembcra- 
tie and most unconstitutional, 


There is another reason for my op- 
position, It may not appealto my 
friends on the other side, it may not 
appeal to the junior Canadians; but it 
appeals to the senior Canadiana and it 
appeals to me. We are not opposing 
this Bill for the purpose of creating 
delay, nor for political reasons; we 
are fighting for the-preservation of our 
ideals, and one of those ideals is the 
sacredness of pledges, or, to use the 
words of the Minister of ‘Trade and 
Commerce (Sir George Foster) 
“plighted faith,”" We have had prom- 
sies made. All over the province of 
Quebec we have been told, and re- 
peatedly told, that conscription would 
not be put in force, Thera is no emer- 
gency that I can see that has happen- 
ed since to call for conscription with- 
out first asking those men to whom 
we have promised that conscription 
would never be put tn force, to say 
whether or not they have changed 
their minds as the Government has 
changed their mind since the promése 
was made, We are interested in see- 
ing that pledges and treaties are re- 
spected, because we are the sentor Ca- 
nadians; but now that the majority of 
the stock of the concern seems to have 
got into the hands of the juniors with 
their own views on these matters, we 
will not tolerate if we can help it that 
treaties and pledges in Canada shall 
be treated as the Prussians have treat- 
ed theirs. When they cal! us “pro- 
Germans,” and “Prussiaas,” it makes 
me smile. If we are to jucge men by 
their deeds, the inclination of these 
hon. gentlemen is toward Prussianism 


rather than toward democracy and lib- 
erty. 
. es e 

In presenting this Bill the Prime 
Minister said that in 1915 and 1916 
delegations came to him and asked 
him to suspend or lessen recruiting 
The ex-Minister of Militia says that in 
March, 1916, he was not told to dro} 
recruiting but he was told to go slow 
and let it rest awhile. Therefore, i 
voluntary recruiting has not been : 
success it was not due to the fault o: 
any one except those who had put a 
damper on it. The ex-Minister o 
Militia says that the heads of the great 
industries were after the Prime Minis- 
ter fearing that they would be short 
of labor. He, in his ordinary gallant 
way, says: They came before me ‘bul 
I kicked them out; the Prime Ministe: 
did not have his back stiff enough to 
kick them out and so he gave in. He 
also says that they went after the hon 
the Minister of Finance ‘Sir Thomas 
White) and that he was afraid that 
Toronto would be up in arms. Yet 
these hon, gentlemen say that volun- 
tary enlistment has failed. If it ha: 
it is bece.use they stopped it. 

Now, I desire to say a word in re- 
gard to the operation of the system 
in the province of Quebec.

If a man is going to war, if he is 
going to give his life or to shed his 
blood for any cause, he wants to go 
with a man that he trusts and in 
whom he has confidence. He wants to 
go with a man whose sympathy he 
knows he can command. If we are to 
judge by the expressions of feeling 
that we have had from a certain ele- 
ment, the French-Canadian has no 
reason ,no justification, to believe that 
he would get any sympathy from peo- 
ple outside of his own race. I was 
astounded when I read in the papers 
that at a meeding in Queen's Park, 
which was mentioned ‘hy my hon. 
friend from Russell (Mr. Murphy), a 
returned soldier made the statement 
that if the Government would con- 
script the foreigners the returned sol- 
diers would fight the French-Cana- 
dians, I do not object to that state- 
ment so much as I do to the manner 
in which it was received. What is 
worse, because it expresses a feeling 
which ought not to be tolerated in 
this country, was the ovation that 
took place amongst the auditors when 
that statement was made. That feeling 
is not confined to Toronto, it has gone 
farther, and it was published in the 
press broadcast that wounded soldiers 
had been insulted In the streets of the 
City of Quebec and that soldiers’ 
trains had been stoned at Fraserville 
and Riviere du Loup, We asked for an 
investigation and the report has been 
deposited on the table of the House. 
Let me read from the report of the 
gentlemen who were appvinted by the 
Government to investigate the incident 
in order to show the House whether 
any case has been made out against 
voluntary recruiting in Quebec, In 
clause 10 of the report No. 172, it is 
stated that: 

Owing to the strong feeling of the 
majority of the soldiers that the 
* Province of Quebec has not as yet 
done her full duty in sending troops 
over, they express their views to the 
citizens in strong terms whenever 
occasion offers and this had an ap- 
parent effect on the volunteer ser- 
vices in these localities, 


It Is useless to say, Sir, that these 
accusations were not founded on fact, 
that the report of the commission 
showed that there was no ground for 
them and further that in certain in- 
stances the soldiers had ettacked the 
civillans and it was only ir, return that 
they received anything from them.

Go and fight the Prussians; in the 
name of Hberty, in the name of de- 
mocracy, go and fight,the Prussians 
Why?

constitution a dozen times, if it was 

necessary, in order to stand by the 
boys at the front and to uphold Can- 
ada’s arm in this struggle. 

Going back to the opening of his ad- 
dress, I find he made the following 
statement; 

Those Who know the political his 
tory of the part of the province from 
which I come know that the riding 
of North York has long claimed to 
be the birthplace and cradie of re- 
form; that it has given to the pub- 
lic life of Canada men like George 
Brown, Williané Lyon Mackenzie, 
Sir William Mulock and Sir Alan 
Aylesworth, names that are closely 
interwoven with the history and 
principle of old time Liberalism, 


Sir William Lyon Mackenzie and 
George Brown are gone, but there are 
men living today who must find a con- 
siderable change in the constituency 
of North York, I had the pleasure of 
being closely associated with one of 
them, Sir Alaa Aylesworth, and no 
man had more respect for the consti- 
tution than he bad, and [ ask myself, 
how is it that today North York is 
sending to Parliament a man who 
wants to puncture the constitution? 
He had better go and puncture the 
Prussians first. What are we fighting 
for and what are we asked to fight 
for? The very same thing that the 
Allies are fighting for. Weare asked 
to fight because the constitution, or 
pledge or treaty that Germany signed, 
protecting a smaller nation, Belgium, 
has been treated as a scrap of paper, 
The hon, member fron# North York 
says.

But that is not all, Why does the 
Government refuse a referendum? The 
Minister of Trade and Commerce said 
this was a dilatory motion moved for 
the purpose of gaining time. The 
Prime Minister has offere? an election 
but has refused a referendum, and it 
has been state. in this mouse on both 


sides that the referendum was refus- 
ed because it was feared it would be 
defeated. Even those on this side of 
the House who do not share our views 
have expressed the same epinion, My 
hon. friend from South Wellington 
(Mr. Guthrie) urged that we have an 
open vote, because there were men 
who were opposed to conscription, he 
said, who dare not express their views, 

Mr. Speaker, a man who dare no 
spéak his mind has no rigat to call his 
neighbor a slacker. A man who has 
not the courage to stand up in a free 
parliamlent and say what he thinks, or 
stand up in a free country and express 
his opinion, has no right to call his 
neighbor a coward, The ceward is he 
who is afraid to speak his mind when 
he thinks he is in the right. Kaiser- 
like, this Government, knowing the 
people do not want conscription, say: 
We will put our heel on their necks; 
Wwe will be the masters, Is that demo- 
cracy? Is It In the name of a demo- 
cracy such as that that we are going 
to compel our race, who have ideals, 
to enlist? Sir, that is no inspiration to 
us, We do not Want to fight for lib 
erty in Burope and create a candition 
of slavery in Canada, We do not want 
to fight for democracy in Europe and 
fight autoeracy in Canada, The time 
has passed when we can be called to 
slavery in the name of liberty, and to 
Jove in the name of hatred, Let us get 
together, 

I have spoken my mind without any 
reservation and without any malice, I 
have stated the facts as they are, and 
put the case as I conceive it to be, 
That being du..-, 1 repent the appeal 
made by my hon, friend from North 
York to my Right. Hon leaderr: 
I appeal to him and to all the minis- 
ters of the Cabinet to find half a dozen 
men of good will who will stop this 
campaign of slander and calumny in 
Ontario and other English-speaking 
provinces against Frenca-Canadians, 
Not till then shall we have peace and 
unity. Do not think because we are in 
a minority that we are heartless; we 
feel all the more on that account, We 
can. only appeal to sympathy, and how 
can condition’ be bettered when that 
sympathy is lacking, and distrust and 
worse is in the hearts of those to 
whom we appeal. If this campaign of 
slander were stopped and good-will 
were established between the two 
races it would not be necessary to put 
a Conscription Bill on the statute book 
to get French-Canadians from the 
province of Quebec to enlist. When 
you show some sympathy with the 
French-Canadian of the province of 
Quebee he will reciprocate and show 
that he is loyal and true.

THE BORDEN-BOURASSA 
ALLIANCE. 


The Borden-Bourassa alliance of 
1911 is evidently still in good working 
order, no doubt in view of a coming 
general election, In 1911, Bourassa 
and his Nationalist friends in Quebec, 
financed by the Conservative party, 
attacked the Laurier policy of a Cana- 
dian navy, because it meant a tribute 
of blood to the Empire. At the same 
time the Right Honorable Sir Robert 
Borden and his friends made a co- 
ordinated attack on the Liberal lea- 
der throughout Ontario, because of his 
alleged disloyalty to the Empire. The 
ery that Laurier was too British car- 
ried 28 seats out of 65 in the province 
of Quebec, and the ery that Laurier 
was too French carried all but 14 out 
of 84 seats in the province of Ontario, 
The result was that Laurier went out 
of power and Borden came in. It 
was a notable coincidence that in a 
little over one year Canada stepped 
out of a condition of the highest pros- 
perity into the depths of financial de- 
pression, 

Then the war came, and although 
the Government had every support 
from the Opposition in its war mea- 
sures, the war policy of the Govern- 
ment broke down. This became so 
evident that within the past month 
the Premier made every endeavor to 
induce the Liberal leader to accept 
joint responsibility for the Govern- 
ment's failure, by entering a coalition 
cabinet, Sir Wilfrid Laurier declined 
the honor 


The Government's new war policy 
of conscription has been met with 
almost unanimous opposition from 


the province of Quebec, with its 
million people and its representation 
of 65 in the House of Commons, Ob- 
viously, there are serious difficulties 
in imposing a measure of compulsory 
military service upon an objecting 
population of such numbers and with 
such representation, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes an offer 
on behalf of himself and his party fol 
lowers in the province of Quebec, that 
if the Government will submit the 
principle of conscription to a popular 
vote of all Canada, and it is endorsed, 
he will pledge himself and his friends 
in the province to the active support 
of the principle, when it has been em- 
bodied in suitable legislation, 

On Wednesday evening, June 27th, 
Bourassa addressed an anti-conscrip 
tion meeting in Montreal. The Cana- 
dian Press reports that for three 
hours he urged the thousands of 
French-Canadians present that it was 
necessary not only to prevent con- 
scription, but to prevent recruiting 
for overseas service. This was im- 
portant, he said, because “it was 
“necessary that the people should 
“know where Sir Wilfrid Laurier stood 
“on the conscription question, because 
“it might be necessary to guard 
“against conscription from a Liberal 
“Government tomorrow, as well as 
“from a Conservative Government to- 
“day. Sir Wilfrid had ngreed that 
“the ranks of the Canadian troops 
“should be filled. If volunteers were 
‘lacking, how would Sir Wilfrid fulfil 
“his pledge to keep the ranks filled, 
“when premier?” 

This is a clear case of history re- 
peating itself. Bourassa has attacked 
Laurier in Quebec as a conscription- 
ist; while the forces of the Govern- 
ment are attacking him in every other 
province of the Dominion as an anti- 
conscriptionist. Bourassa was in the 
pay of the Conservative party, through 
his paper, Le Devoir, in 1911, when 
the same method of concerted attack 
Was pursued regarding the naval ques- 
tion, There is every reason to be- 
lieve that he is equally in the pay of 
the Conservative party today on the 
conscription question, It is unspeak- 
able treachery to the nation and the 
cause that Bourassa and his paper 
should be permitted by the Govern- 
ment to preach treason, year after 
year in time of war, so that when oc- 
casion arises, he will be available to 
direct the anti-British sentiment that 
he has created in the province of Que- 
bec, against the Liberal party and its 
leader,

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| "Today ‘We Celebrate ‘, 
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Battle of the Spurs 


Courtral, the scene of bloody fight- 
ing during the present war, was the 
city about which raged the famous 
struggle known to history as the 
“Battle of the Spurs.’ This encounter 
between the knights and barons of 
France on the one side and the sturdy 
burghers of Flanders on the other, 
took place on July 11, 1802, The bat- 
tle received its name because of the 
great number of spurs, worn only by 
knights, that were taken from the 
dead and hung up by the victors in the 
Cathedral of Courtrai. The people of 
Flanders at this time were at the very 
height of their prosperity. The more 
they grew in worldly riches, the more 
the thought of Freneh overlordship 
was resented by them. On May 18, 
1302, an insurrection against French 
rule broke out at Bruges and more 
than 3,000 Frenchmen in the city were 
massacred, This outbreak is: known as 
the Bruges Matins. King Philip the 
Wair at once set his army in motion 
ind invaded Flanders on July 11, 1392, 
ietermined to put down the uprising 
It was then that the famous battle of 
Courtrai toak place, The French mil- 
itia was led by Guy de Dampierre and 
several knights. There were in the 
French army 8,000 knights, 10,000 
archers and 30,000 foot soldiers. Op- 
posed to this formidable array of sol- 
y were 20,000 Flemings, armed 
th nothtag but farming implements 
Courtrai was the object of the French 
attack and the Flemings, anxious to 
save it, arranged themselves on a 
plain before the town, covered in front 
by a canal, Because of some blunder 
on the part of the French commanders 
their cavalry made a blind and furi- 
ous charge, unaware of the canal 
which barred their way They fell 
into it by thousands and were slain 
wtihout merey by the Flemings. Phil- 
lip lost the flower of his army but 
carried on the campaign against Flan- 
ders for two years lie defeated the 
Flemings several times but found 
them ever ready to return to the 
ficht. Finally he gave up the struggle 
and acknowledged the independence 
of Flanders,

Confederation Described 


by Sir William Butler

“As we journcyed .on towards 
mMmonton, the country maintained 
Fich and beautiful appoarance 
weather continued fine and mild.

whole face of the country was indeed 
one vast park, For two days we passed 
through this beautiful land and on the 
evening of the 20th November drew 
near to Edmonton, . ‘ . Sir 
William Butler, K.C.H., in the “Great 
Lone Land,” referring to a trip of 1870. 

The story runs on “Bdmonton, 
the headquarters of the Hudson Bay 
Company's Saskatchewan trade, and 
the residence of a chief factor of the 
corporation, is a large five-sided fort 
with the usual flanking bastions and 
high stockades, Ite has within these 
stockades many commodious and well 
bullt wooden houses, and differs in 
the cleanliness and order of its ar- 
rangements from the general run of 
trading posts tn the Indian country, It 
stands on a high level bank 100 feet 
above the Saskatchewan river, which 
rolls in a broad, majestic stream, 300 
yards in width, Farming operations, 
boat-bullding and flour-milling are 
carried on extensively at the fort, and 
a blacksmith forge is also kept going 
My business with the officer in charge 
of Edmonton was soon concluded, It 
principally consisted in conferring up 
on him, by commission, the same high 
judicial fwictions, which I have al- 
ready observed, had been entrusted to 
me before setting out for the Indian 


territories, There was one very seri- 
ous drawback, however, to the pos- 
session of magisterial or other au- 


thority in Saskatchewan, inasmuch as 
there extated no mears whatever of 
putting that authority into force.” 
The above is from “The Great Lone 
Tand,” by Sir William Francis Butler, 
kK. C, B, When a lieutenant in the 
89th regiment, W. I’, Butier was sent 
throughout the Northwest Territories 
on a wolitical mission. His duty was 
}to ascertain the state of law and order 
lin these wide districts and the need 
‘that existed to give protection by the 
establishment of bodies of troops or 
police in some of the outlying forts, 
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also as to the number vf Indians, to 
What extent the tribes had been rav- 
aged by disease, as the smallpox was 
then very bad, and also the nature and 
value of tte fur trade carried on, 

The local references which are to be 
found in the book describing the Jour- 
ney, Which was afterwards written by 
Lieutenant Butler, are more than in- 
terustiag, as they give the real picture 
of what Edmonton and its immediate 
district was like and by comparison 
reveals the tremendous changes which 
have taken place within a few years. 

There is one note which has a spe- 
clal significance owing (vo. its connec- 
tion with current events, 

Lieut, Butler says “To the French 
missionaries vrand Lac (St, Albert) 
Il was the bearer of terrible tidings. I 
carried to them the story of Sedan, 
the overwhelming rush of armed Ger- 


many into the hear of France—the 
closing of high-schooled hordes of 
Teuton savagery around Paris; all 


that wis hard home news to hear," 

Sinee then history has tried to re- 
peat itself, but the “high-schooled” 
German hordes failed this time, Pity 
Lieut, Butler could not also have car- 
ried the story of Verdun to the French 
ot St. Albert, 

The number of Indians located 
round abeut Edmonton at the time 
Lieut, Butler estimates at something 
like 16,000, exclusive of the half-breed 
settlements, Their lawlessness was 
xtreme, and he says: 

“To recount the deeds of blood 
enacted around the wooden walls of 
Edmonton would be to fill a volume, 
Edmonton and Fort Pitt both stand 
within the war country ef the Crees 
and Blackfeet and are consequently 
the scenes of many conflicts between 
these fierce and implacable enemies.” 

One case in particular is cited, 
which occurred in April, 1870, the 
year of his visit. Then a small party 
of Blackfeet Indijns, men women and 
childrey, were at exierminated by 
Crees at Edmon/on, “This attack,” he 


writes, “occurred after the safety of 
these Indians had been purchased 
from the Croes by the officer of the 


Hudson Bay Company in charge at 
Edmonton, and a guard provided for 
their safe passage across the rivers 
This guard, composed of French half 
breeds fron’ St, Albert, opened out to 
right and jeft when the attack com- 
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ration list 


In this issue in which ‘Progress’ is 
the keynote, it may be fitting to refer 
to a recent example of the progress 
which the Bulletin has made. The 


above is an illustration of the new fast 
Goas printing preas which this paper 
has recently installed and on which it 
is now being printed, The illustration 
shows the press as a three-deck ma- 
chine, while as a matter of fact it ac- 


menced and did nothing towards sav- 
ing the lives of the Blackfeet, who 
were nearly all killed or wounded,” 

In the report submitted to the au- 
thorities by Lieut. Butler, more detail 
is given of the Indian danger. There it 
is stated: 

"The Blackfeet are especially hostile 
towards miners, and never hesitate to 
attack them, nor is the miner slow to 
retaliate; indeed, he has been tov of- 
ten the aggressor, and the records of 
gold discovery are full of horrible 
atrocities cammitted upon the red 
man, ’ 

“rt 


has only been in the neighbor- 
hood of the forts of the Hudson Bay 
Company that continued washing for 
gold could be carried on, In the nelgh- 
borhood of Edmontow, from three to 
twelve dollars of gold were frequently 
‘washed’ in a eingle day by one man; 
but the miner is not satisfied with 
what he calls ‘dirt washing’ and craves 
for the more exciting work in the dry 
diggings.” 

In 1883, Lieutenant-Colonel W,. F. 
Butler, C. B, (he having since obtained 
that rank), and A, D, C, K., Queen 
Victoria, again visited MH imonton, this 
visit being thirteen years after gaining 
the impressiens described in “The 
Great Homeland.” In his autobiog- 
raphy, Sir Williams Butler relates how 
om the second visit he ran ito a real 
estate “boom” at Fort Edmonton and 
he quotes one or twe instances of 
what was happening. 

“Despite the snowstorm and a tem- 
perature below zero at Edmonton,” 
says Sir William Batler, who as be- 
fore, arrived at the Fort in November,

SIR JOHN A. 


MACDONALD 


A successor in-the premiership of 
the Dominion, Sir John Thompson, 
when unveiling Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald's statue at Hamilton, said; “Ad- 
dressing the vast asemblage which 
iw here te see this statue unveiled, I 
beseech that you will learn by looking 
Upon this figure the lessones’ which 
he whom it represents desired that nis 
countrymen should learn and prac~- 
tige; devotion to the interest of Can- 
ada, our country, and the determin- 
ation that the banner of Wngland shall 
continue to wave over this country 
as long as time shal! last,” 

In like manner it wan as a Conser- 
vative force in the empire that he 
chiefly appealed to the statesmen of 
England. This was the dominant 
note in the noble tribute paid to him 
by Lord Rosebery, then secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, when unveil- 
ing the bust erected to his memory tn 
the crypt of St. Paul's Cathedral the 
year after his death, 

“We are gradvally collecting,’ he 
taid, “within this cathedral the Lares 
and the Penates—the household gods 
of our commonwealth, Up above 
there sleep Wellington and Nelson, 
those lords of war who preserved the 
empire; below here we have effigies 
of Dalley and Macdonald, who did so 
much to preserve it. We have not, 
indeed, thelr bodies. They rest more 
fitly in the regions where they lived 
and labored; but here today we con- 
secrate their memory and their ex- 
ample. We know nethine of party 
politics in Canada on this occasion, 
We recognize only this, that Sir John 
Macdonald had grasped the central 
idea, that the British Empire is the 
rreatert secular agency for goud now 
known to mankind, that that was the 
secret of his success, and that he de- 
termined to die under it, and strove 
that Canada should live under it, It 
is @ custom, I have heard, in the Ger- 
man army that, when new colors are 
presented to a regiment, the German 
emperor first, and then his princes 
and chiefs in their order, each drive 
a nail into the ataff. I have some- 
times been reminded of this practice 
in connection with the banner of our 
empire. Elizabeth and her heroes first 
drove their nails in, and so onward 
through the expansive eighteenth cen- 
tury, when our flag flashed ev ery- 
where, down to our own times, when 
we have not quailed nor shrunk. Yes- 
terday it wrapped the corpse of 
Tennyson; today we @irive one more 
nail in on behalf of Sir John Mac- 
donald Tits standard, so richly 
studded, imposes on us, the survivors, 
a solemn obligation. It would be 
nothing were it the mere symbol of 
violence and rapine, or even of con- 
quest, It is what it is because it rep- 
resents everywhere peace and civil- 
isation and commerce, the negation of 
narrowness and the gospel of human- 
ity Let us then, today, by the shrine 


of this signal statesman, once more 
remember our responsibility, and re- 
new the resolution that, come what 


ay, we will not flinch or fail under 
it." 


Whatever other faults Macdonald 
may have had, he was no hypoerite 
He made no pretence of a superhu- 
man virtue in carrying on his work 
of governing Canada. He always said 
that it was an exceedingly diffieult 
task, and he freely acknowledged the 
fact that he was sometimes reduced 
to great straits, and was compelled to 
do things that he would rather have 
left undone, while feeling bound to do 
the best he could with the material 
that came to hand. So he shut his 
eyes at times to doubtful things rath- 
er than lose a useful colleague; he 
condoned serious shortcomings in 
faithful followers, and helped = to 
shield them when attacked; he grati- 
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the proving processes. Varnish particularly

A man with 
large patriotic plans in his mind finds 
his purposes thwarted or delayed by 
men whom he must either break or 
bend. Shail he adapt his methods to 
the human nature with which he has 
to deal, or give up the plans? For 
the moral idealist, confident in the ul- 
timate triumph of right, and count- 
ing, In his large way, a thousand 
years but as one day, there is but 
one answer, [or the practical politic: 
jan, whose concern is with the inter- 
ests of today or tomorrow, the answer 
often seems nearly as ambiguous as 
the response of an ancient oracle, In 
that ambiguity Macdonald found 
latitude for a wide range of action. 
The arts of the politician were in- 
grained in his very nature and habits 
of thought as the natural result of 
long years spent amid the intrigues of 
provincia! politics, To some it even 
seemed as if the skilful playing of 
the political game and the out-man- 
oeuvring of an opponent gave him as 
much aatisfaction as did success in 
gaining the end to which all this was 
subsidiary. 

I have said that he wae no hypo- 
crite, Even his own personal short- 
comings he was wont to refer to with 
humorous frankness. On one occasion 
{n the earlier stages of his career when 
he had been violently attacked in the 
columns of the Globe by his chief 
political opponent for some lapse into 
intemperance, his only rejoince: was 
to tell a large gathering of electors 
that, granting the truth of all that 
had been said, he knew that they 
would any day prefer “John A. drunk 
to George Brown sober,’ The story 
Was current, too, that when D'Arcy 
McGee first joined his government 
Macdonald solemnly warned him that 
he (McGee) must reform his habits, 
since “no cabinet could afford to carry 
two drunkards.” 

In a somewhat similar vein he 
would at times refer to demands which 
he occasionally made upon his follow- 
ers to support doubtful proceedings 
which in some way stood related to 
party interests. The late Prnicipal 
Grant, the lread of Queen's Universtty, 
was one of his strongest and most ar- 
dent supporters in the Confederation 
of Canada, in his railway policy, and 
{n other great measures, But there 
came a time when with all the good- 
will in the world he could not con- 
tinue his support.

‘Il have no use for 
that species of friendship,” . 

Throughout the wohle course of his 
official life Macdonald was a poor 
man His case is not exceptional, Tt 
has been a common lot of the largest 
figures in the public life of Canada. 
A new country has no large class of 
men with fixed wealth and hereditary 
positions such as exists in older lands, 
to be drawn upon for public service 
performed merely as a matter of pub- 
lic duty, or for the honors which it 
brings. Even if such a clase did exist 
the democratic spirit of the people 
does not favor the absorption of polit- 
{cal power by the wealthy alone. The 
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public life of Canada han been large- 
ly recruited from the ranke of pro- 
fessinnal, commercial or industrial 
ability, But in this, as in other things, 
it Is Impossible to serve two masters. 
The business of a professional or com- 
Méreial man must suffer when he 
gives his time and best thought to 
the service of the public. This difficul- 
ty is accentuated in Canada, as com- 
pared with England, by the vast size 
of the country, which compels the 
man who devotes nimself to parliia- 
mentary life to remain for months to- 
gether far removed from his business 
interests. The result is that political 
success has usually gone hand fn hand 
with narrowness of private means 
The circumsta:ce that nearly all of 
Canada's premiers have so far been 
poor men is, fom more than one point 
of view, an honor to the country and 
the men-—to the country which gives 
an equality of opportunity to merit 
irrespective of fortune—to the men, 
no one of whom has used his posi- 
tion as a means of enriching himself, 
Nor is the fact wtihout its gains to 
balance manifest disadvantages.

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The Swift Canadian Packing Plant 
ls one of the most progressive and en- 
terprising business concerns in the 
province of Alberta, 

Established in Edmonton in 1908 in 
& very modest and unpreteutious fash- 
lon, it has gone on eteadily growing 
and extending its influence until at 
the present time its name is a house- 
hold word not only throughout the Do- 
minion and across the line into the 
United States, but elso to Great Brit- 
ain and the continent of Wurope, a 
very considerable trade being carried 
on with France and Italy.

Lord Durham's report was the af- 
termath of the rebellions of 1837 and 
1888 in Upper Canada and the precur 
sor of the union of the two Canadas, 
and of the British North America act, 
by which confederation was effected, 

To understand the task which Lord 
Durham had to perform it is neces- 
sary to puss in review some of the 
events leading up to the rebellion, as 
these indicated the conditions for 
Which Lord Durham had to find a 
remédy, 

By the Imperial aet of 1791 the old 
province of Quebec had been divided 
into two provinces—Upper and Low- 
er Canada, When introducing the bill 
in the British house of commons Wil- 
liam Pitt aaid “this division, it was 
hoped, would put an end to the com+ 
Petition between the old French in- 
habitants and the new settlers from 
Britain or the British colonies, which 
had occasioned the disputes and un- 
certainty respecting law and = other 
disputes of less importaace, by which 
the province Nad been vo long dlis- 
tracted,” 

That the effort to impose British 
methods of government, British ideals 
and British prejudices upon a race of 
‘lien blood should have led to +mis- 
understandings, friction, and, finally, 
open rupture, is not to be wondered 
at tucially, the French and British 
Were as far apart as the poles in their 
Outlook on life, their sympathies and 
their methods of government. They 
were sepurated by almost every pos- 
sible barrier, race, religion, language, 
ustoms, predilections and prejudices. 
Vrance in Canada was the feudal 
France of the old world transplanted 
fron’ mediaeval Europe to the shores 
of the St. Lawrence. The French col- 
onist was trained to be loyal to his 
king, to the seigneur and'to the priest. 
Of the state as a source and main- 
spring of government he knew noth- 
ing. He had no part in the govern- 
ment of his province, no voice in the 
choice of rulers, no say even in petty 
municipal affairs, for even this branch 
of almost purely domestic govern- 
ment was withheld from the people, 

Led to Misunderstanding 

In England, on the contrary, rep- 
resentative institutions had attained 
to a high state of development. Per- 
onal absolutism, monarchial or oth- 
erwise, was a thing unknown. The 
reform bill had been passed in 
and Lord Durham was the son- 
aw of Lord Grey, the prime min- 
ister of England, who had stood spon- 
sor for it and carried it through the 
house of commons. Responsible gov- 
ernment as a fine art as distinguished 
from absolutism in any of its forms,

had becom a fetish of the 

people, and it was the attempt to im- 
pose a highly developed system of 
representative government upon a 
feudal strueture, the product of cen- 
turies, that led to misunderstanding,

LORD DURHAM'S REPORT - 


Address by F. C. WADE, K.C., of Vancouver, Before the University of British Columbia. . 


the law and customs of the British 
constitution, with the result. as Mr, 
Alfred D, Decelles says in “The MPs 
triotes of '87," that they had awaken- 
ed to the fact that they were not en- 
joying the position or the power 
which the members of the house of 
commons of England were enjoying. 

In the first place, the measures 
which they passed were being contin- 
ually thrown out by the upper eham- 
ber, the legislative council, and they 
were powerless to prevent it; and in 
the second place they had no control 
of the government, for the governor 
and his executive councll were ap- 
pointed by and responsitle to the 
colonial office alone, The members 
of the two gouncils were in the main 
of Einelish birth, and they constituted 
a local oligarchy, known as the “Bu- 
renucrats.” or the “Chateau Clique,” 
which held the reigns of eovernment, 
They were, as a rule, able to snap 
their fingers at the majority In the 
assembly. In England ,such a con- 
dition could always be remedied hy 
the house of commons stopping the 
supplies, but in Lower Canada the 
expenditure far exceeded the reveniie 
and. as the latter was largely provided 
by the imperial government it was 
impossible for the Lower Canadian 
assembly to aoply the British const! 
tutional remedy. 

Refused to Vote Supplies 
Tt is unnecessary to trace the rami- 


fications. of the strugele in detail. 
Suffice it to say that session after 
session the assembly refused to vote 
supplies. The executive, out of the 


royal revenue, was able, nevertheless, 
to carry on the government, 

Naturally the relations between the 
“Bureaucrats” or “Chateau Clique” 
and the “Patriotes’’ became increas- 
ingly bitter. That there were many 
vances will not be denied 
yerning cless was insolent and 
overbe They treated the 
Frenech-Cane dans as an tuferior race 

To quote Mr, Decelles; “Grave fin- 
ancial irrecularities had detect- 
ed in the executive ¢ ronment; sin- 
ecurists living in Fneland drew pay 
for services which they did not per- 
form: gross favoritism existed in ap- 
pointments to offices under the crown, 
and so many officeholders held seats 
in the Jegis'ative coun that. the 
council was actually under the thumb 
of the executive government, 

Yet when the assembiy strove to 
remedy these grievances its efforts 
were repeatedly blocked by the legis- 
lative council In 1834 the ninety- 
two resolutions, constituting the plat- 
form’ of the extreme section of tie 
patriote party, were adopted by the 
assembly.

Two more encounters followed bhe- 
fore the rebeNion was finally snuffe! 
out at the village of St, Beloit. Like 
the rebellion in Upper ‘anada, the 
uprising in Lower Canada ended in @ 
fiasco, but it was more serious he- 
“ause of the race prejudices aroused, 
and in the many casualties for ‘which 
it was responsible. 


The rebellion in Upper Canalo 
lacked the element of race hat.et, 
and was, therefore, a milder mani- 


festation altogether than ‘its counter- 
part in Lower Canada, where, to use 
Lord Durhanvs words, the people 
wore not “slavish tools ef a narrow 
official clique or a few purse-p oud 
merehants,”’ but “hardy farmers and 
humble mechanics compos ng a@ very 
independent, not very manageable, 
and sometimes a rather turbulent 
democracy.” “The trouble was, 
writes Archibald MeMecban, “that @ 
small party had secured a monopo.y 
of power and resisted the lawful ef- 
forts of moderate reformers to estab- 
lish a truly democratic furm of gov- 
ernment,” ® 

"The constitutional act of 1791. had 
conferred on the people of Upper 
Canada a legislative assetnbly elected 
on uw broad system of suffrage. The 
actual work of government, however, 
was assigned to the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor and an executive council, quite 
independent of popular control, and 
responsible only in a faint way to the 
secretary of state at Downing street. 
Besides there was an upper chamber, 
or legislative council, Whose members 
were nominated by the leutenant- 
governor, and were always ready to 
annul the actions of the legislative 
assembly, There could have been no 
better foundation for the erection of 
an exclusive, selfish governing clique 
to control the affairs of the province, 
and the family compact was the re- 
sult. The struggle between the peo- 
ple and the compact, which finally 
ended in rebellion, extended over the 
first forty years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 


The Family Compact 

The term family compaet occurs 
as early as 1828 in letters writ- 
ten by Marshall Spring Ridwell, to 
Dr. Willlam Baldwin. “I think it is 
probable,” wrote Bidwell, ‘that I shall 
have the pleasure of paying my _ re- 
spects to you at York in Michaelmas 
term, and I shall be happy to consult 
with yourself and Mr. Rolph on the 
measures to be adopted to relieve this 
province from the evils which the 
family compact has brought upon !t.” 

According to Sir C. P. Lucas, the 
two main grievances in Upper Canada 
were the want of an independence in 
the legislative council, which was little 
more than a mouthpiece of the gey- 
ernment, or rather the dominant 
bureaucracy, and the favored positions 
given to the Chureh of Bngland, es- 
pecially in the matters of the ‘clergy 
reserves.’ The persecution of Gour- 
ley, and of the reformers, the imposi- 
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tion of religious disabilities, the Meth- 
odist agitation against the ciergy re- 
serves, the hostility engendered by 
the Chureh of England, the destruc- 
tion of Meckenzie's printing press, his 
repeated expulsion from the legisia 
ture, the grievance reports, the coup 
dad’ etat, the affair of Montgomery's 
tavern—all these episodes are tuo fa- 
millar to call for comment, 

That both Mackenzie and Papineau 
were open tw criticism: is well known. 
The best tribute to their life work, 
however, is that both were surrounded 
and abetted by men afterwards fam- 
ous in Canadian public life, and that 
the reforms which they advocated in 
time beciime the iaw of the ‘and, 
Louis Hippolyte Lafontaine, for in- 
stance, with Robert Baldwin, as his 
colleague, completed the establishment 
of responsible government, und was 
knighted by Queen Victoria, Augus- 
tine Morin, the reputed author of the 
Ninety-two Resolutions, becume the 
colleague of Sir Francis Hincks, in 
thé Hineks-Morin administration, and 
George Etienne Curtier, who had car- 
ried a musket at St. Denis, became 
the life-long friend and colleague of 
Sir John Maecdonajd, and was after- 
wards creatéd a baronet Similarly, 
the early opponents of government in 
Upper Canada, Weeks, Thorpe, Wyatt 
and Willcocks, numbered among their 
supporters William Jervis, the secre- 


tary of. the province, Dr, William 
Warren Baldwin, father of Robert 
Baldwin, and the Rev, Robert Addi- 


son, the rector of Niagara, and many 
other men of outstanding repute and 
intelligence 
Disorders Without 
For disorders almost without pre- 
cedent the British parliament found 
an almost unprecedented remedy, re- 
marks Archibald MacMechan in his 
book, “The Winning of Popular Goy 
ernment.” ‘It invested one man with 
extraordinary powers Hie was to be 
captain-general and commander-in-

chief over the provinces of British 
North America, and also ‘High Com- 
missioner for the adjustment of cer- 
tain important questions depending 
in the Provinces of Lower and 
Upper Canada respecting the form 
and future government of the said 


provinces He was given ‘full power 
and authority by all lawful ways and 
means, to inquire into, and, as far 
as may be possible, to adjust all ques- 
tions respecting the form and admin- 
istration of the civil government’ of 
the provinces aforesaid. These extra- 
ordinary powers were conferred upon 
a distinguished politician in the name 
of the young Queen Victoria and dur- 
ing her pleasure. The usual and form- 
al language of the commission, ‘espec- 
jal trust and confidence in the cour- 
age, produnce and loyalty’ of the com- 
missioner, has, in this case, deep mean- 
ing, for courage, prudence, loyalty 
were all needed, and were all to be 
put to the test,” 

The chief incidents in the life of 
Lord Durham are succinetly stated by 
Sir C. P. Lucas in the opening volume 
of his treatise on the report: 

“He was son-in-law of Lord Grey, 
the prime minister who carried the 
great Reform Bill He was father- 
in-law of Lord Elgin, who, as gov- 
ernor-general of Canuda, made respon- 
sible government in that colony a 
reality. He was the grandfather of 
the secretary of state for the colonies, 
who gave responsible kovernment to 
the Transvaal and the Orange River 
colony. His life was comparatively 
short; he never held high administra- 


tive office in England he was a 
colonial governor for only five 
months; and he gave to the world a 


stage paper on colonial matters which 
will give to all time. 


“He wis educited at Eton, and, 
after two years in the army, he Waa in 
1$18 elected to the house of commons 
on the Whig or Liberal side as mem- 
ber for the county of Durham. In 
1828 he was made a peer, In 1880 he 
Was included tn Lord Grey's cabinet, 
being given the sinecure office of lord 
privy seal, and he was a prominent 
member of the committee of ministers 
who framed tie Reform bill, In 18338 
he left the government and was made 
an earl, For about two years, from 
1835-7, he was en ambassador to 
Kussia. In January, 1838, he accept- 
ed the appointment of governor- 
aeneral of the British North Amerioan 
provinces. He left England on the 
24th of April, 18388; ne reached Que- 
bee on the 27th of May, On the 29th 
of May, he landed and was sworn into 
cfMfice. He left again for England on 
the Ist of November follgwing. On 
the 80th of November he landed at 
Piymouth. WUis report is dated the 
ist of January, 1869; and on the 
28th of July, 18490, he died.” 

An Aristocratic Radical, 

While these particulars mark off 
the various stages of his career, they 
tell us very little as to the nature of 
the man. He wag an aristocratic 
radical, a combination of qualities 
hard to reconcile but frequent enough 


‘to constitute a known type among 
public men, Three yoars in a crack 
cavalry regiment, a Gretna Green 


marriage with an heiress while yet a 
hoy, and a duel fought during the ex- 
cltement of an election contest, form a 
full background of romance, and re- 
veal a nature full of imvetuosity and 
dagh, impatient of restrairt, and ready 
to face all the dragons that beset the 
path of tho atatesman and reformer 
of modern times, or the St. Michaels 
and St. Georges of ancient days. 

On April 24, 1838, Lord Durham set 
sail from Plymouth in H.M.S. Hast- 


ings, with an entourage of twenty-two 
persons, 


Besides his military aides 
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and a brass band, he had with him 
Charles Buller, tha pupil of Carlyle, 
Edward Gibbon Wakefield and Thom- 
as Turton, all of whom took a most 


active partin gathering materials and 
helping in the preparation of the most 
famous document dealing with ‘colon 
1a} affairs that the brain of man had 
ever produced, 

On May 29, the party arrived at 
Quebec and were received by Sir John 
Colbourne at the Castle of St, Louis in 
regal atyle, On the day he was sworn 
to office, he Yssued his first proclama- 
tlon in which he promised every con- 
sideration for the fenrless reformers, 
but deciared himself an uncompromis- 
ing opponent of the disturbers of the 
public peace and tho violators of the 
law. 

His first act. was the dismissal of 
the executive council of Lower Can- 
ada and Colbourne's special advisers, 
and the formation of two new coun. 
cils consisting of members of his staff, 
military officers, Canadian jucnher, the 
provincial secretary and dhe commis- 
sury-general, These committees toot 
the place of the former government of 
Lower Canada, 

Almost the first paragraph in the 
report reflects Lord Durham's view of 
the relations which should subsist be- 
tween the colonies and the empire, 
“The country watch has founded and 
maintained these colcnies at a vast 
expense of blood and treasure may 
justly expect its compensation in turn. 
ing their unappropriated resources to 
the accvunt of its own reduadant pop- 
ulation; they are the rightful patri 
inony of the English people, the am- 
ple appanage which God and nature 
have set aside in the New World for 
those whose lot has assigned them bit 
insufficient in the Old.” 

Needless to say, Lord Durham's idea 
of the part which # colony should play 
in the great imperial plan has long 
been obsolete. i‘ 
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To Monopolize Trade, 

In 1688, parilarment passed the 
Trade and Navigation acts to monopo- 
lize the trade of the American colonies 
and prevented them from carrying on 
vertain manufactures that might con- 
flict with England It ig strange that 
the tessons of the American revolution 
were to some extent lost on Lord Dur- 
lam, It only shows that the idea that 
colonies were intended to be exploited 
for the benefit of the parent state dics 
lard, ‘ 

His description of pot,tical condi- 
tions in Lower Canada has long been 
regarded as a classic. “LT oxpected,” 
he writes, “to find a contest between a 
government and a people; I found two 
rations warring, in the bosom of a 
single state," 

His remedy for this condition was 
the gradual extinction of French-Can- 
adian nationality and the Anglifying 

of Lower Canada, “IT repeat,” he 
wrote, “that the alteration of the 
character of the province ought to be 
imediately entered on; firmly though 
cautiously followed up; that in any 
plan which may be adopted for the 
future management of Lower Canada,

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Brief Sketches of Some 
Of the Leaders of 1867 


There is a little group of Canadian 
statesmen round whom, as time goes 
on, national legends are sure to grow 
up. ‘These are the naen who partici- 
pated in the conferences that led to 
the formation of the Dominion of 
Canada, and*who are now affection 
ately remembered as the “Fathers of 
Confederation.” Among the most pro- 
minent of these men were Sir John A. 
Macdonald, Sir Charles Tupper, the 
Hon. George Brown, Sir Leonard Til- 
ley, Sir George bi. Cartier, Sir Oliver 

the Hon. D’'Arey McGee, and 

P, Tache, As the lapse of time 
has softened animosities and strong 
political feeling, it is now possible for 
people to take uw pride in the group of 
men who shaped the early destinies of 
Canada, We are growing to regard 
them much as the Americans look 
upon the men who took charge of 
things after the formation of the re- 
public, and we even love them for 
their faults. 

Few countries have produced # 
more picturesque figure than Sir 
John A. Macdonald. Even if he was 
not peculiarly the Father of Confed- 
eration, he was its chief architect. 
He was a master of tact, and as a 
political craftsn¥an, the Dominion 
has never seea his superior He 
was aman who inspired great per- 
sonal devotion, stirring the affections 
and) quickening the imaginations of 
his followers. The members of hiv 
marty served him because they loved 
him, and he is bound to become & 
radition in Canada, because, a6 @ 
french writer has said ‘no power 
s equal to personal charm.” 

Sir George, &. Cartier, 
he chief representative from Que- 
sec in the histerte group, 16 perhaps 
sardiy as well known to his country- 
nen us he deserves to be, Cartier 
lid splendid work for confederation 
n overcoming very formidable influ- 
ynees in Quebec, Those who can re- 
nember him say that he was not an 
mpreesive personality and had no 
yagnetism, but he possessed optim- 
em, self-confidence and power in 
lebute. As one Canadian historian 
jas sald, “Cartier was at once the 
yerfect incarnation of French mation- 
lity and a devoted adherent of the 
British connection; a Roman Ca- 
tholic entirely trusted by the domin- 
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ant priesthood of Quebec and one of 
the most loyal subjects of «a Protest- 
ant crown.” 

The newspaper man 
the greatest influence in bringing 
about Confederation was Hon. George 
Brown, of the Globe. Some writers 
have declared that George Brown 
would have been a_ better politician 
if he had not been a journalist and 
a better journalist if he had _ not 
been a politician, It has often been 
jointed out that a journalist may be 
a powerful and ia My reformer 
but the very qualities that cause the 
public to read his writings are apt 
to make {it impossible for him to be 
a sober and prudent statesman. How- 
ever, George Brown oxerted a won- 
derful influence on thousands of 
people in the Province of Ontario 
who never saw his face. They ac- 
cepted his writings gs though they 
were the iispired words of a prophet, 
and he may be said to have created 
and shaped the ideals of the Liberal! 
party in Ontario, 

Sir Charles Tupper, the 
Fathers of Confederation, 
him some of the qualities that would 
have made him a hero of romance in 
the middle ages. He possessed signal 
courage and resources, and will al- 
ways be remenabered for his splen- 
did audacity in facing difficult posi- 
tions. He was bold and confident, 
and he never knew thea call to re- 
treat. Sir John Willison, one of his 
strongest opponents during his life- 
time ,wrote this of bim after his death, 
“He challenged posterity very muclt 
as he challenged his foes while he 
lived. There is no greater figure 
among the Conservative statesmen 
of Canada nor any whose sacrifices 
and services were of greater value to 
Canada and the mpire, History will 
find and point out blemishes in the 
public career of Sir Charles Tupper, 
but he gave the etate physical vigor, 
intellectual power and constructive en- 
ergy. As for the rest, ‘his greatness, 
not his littleness, concerns mankind,’ " 

D'Arcy McGee will be remembered 
as the orator of Confederation. There 
was fervor and beauty In his utter- 
ances on the movement that appealed 
to the imagination of all Canadians. 
In all the Ilterature on the subject, 
for example, there is no finer sen- 
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tence than that in which he declared 
that by union with the Maritime Pro- 
vineex, Old Cenada should “recover 
one of our lost senses—the seise that 
comprehends the sea,” 

In sketching the figures of these 
men whose sames are household 
words in Canada, it is not forgotten 
that there were others whose aid 
was important in the task of bring- 
ing into life the young nation, There 
were many lesser names on the list 
of those who attended the conventions 
Then it will have to be remembered 
that there were multitudes of men, of 
little distinction perhaps, but of equal 
zeal who worked for the cause of con- 
federation in all parts of Canada, They 
developed the feeling among the citi- 
zens of the various Provinces that 
made the action of the leadera possi- 
ble. Macdonald and Brown, Tupper 
and Cartier were the men who carried 
out the idea in the minds of the ma- 
jority of their fellow countrymen that 
the time had arrived for Canada to 
become a nation. It is a fitting thing 
that Canadians should forget the pre- 
fudices and partizan dislikes of fifty 
years ago. We begin now to realize 
the debt that we owe to al! these men. 
We can say without making excep- 
tions, ‘There were giants in those 
days.”

Harry Allen, President of the 
New Brunswick Guides Assoctation, 
has known the Cains River as one of 
the best trout streams in the Pro- 
vince of New Brunswick, and salmon 
were frequently caught twenty miles 
up from the junction with the better 
known Mirimichi, but he believed 
that if the right kind of fishermen 
got there, they would find salmon all && 
the length of at least eighty miles. ;

It will he fifty years ago on the com- 
ing Ist of July, that the Dominion of 
Canada was formed, Though a young 
Dominion, she is the greatest of Bri- 
tain's colonies. 

In 1840 Lord Durham, the Gover- 
nor-General, sent a report to Britain 
stating that they should unite Upper 
and Lower Canada, now known as 
Ontario and Quebec. He also recom- 
mended that an Inter-colonial railway 
should be built, so as to unite the 
maritime provinces with Canada, 

The Imperial Government lost no 
time in acting upon the suggestions, 
made by Lord Durham, and in 1841 
the Act of Union was passed, 

Lord Durham recommended “un- 
ion,” and from his day on the word 
Was continually upon the lips of the 
Statesmen, both in the maritime pro- 
vinces and in Canada 

After the Act of Union the time 
passed smoothly, until war broke out 
between the Northern and Southern 
States, over the question of slavery. 
Great Britain and the colonies remain- 
ed neutral. One incident, however, 
threatened to drag Great Britain into 
war, A British mail steamer, the 
“Trent,” conveying the southern com- 
missioners to England, was boarded 
by the captain of the Northern man- 
of-war, and the southerners were ar- 
rested. Great Britain demanded the 
surrender of the captives, threatening 
war in case the demand was not grant- 
ed. Fortunately the American gov- 
ernment gave up the‘prisoners and a 
more serious trouble was averted. 
The mere possibility of war with the 
United States, impressed upon the 
maritime provinces the advantage of 
union, Yet, the impulse to unite fell 
short on a large scheme of federation 
of all the provinces, and tended to- 
wards the union of the maritime pro- 
vinces, The fdea of maritime union 
took practical form in 1864, when 
delbgates from New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island, met 
ut Charlottetown, the capital of Prince 
Edward Island, At this conference 
there were both Liberals and Conser- 
vatives, 

Meanwhile, the cause of larger un- 
fon was gaining ground in Canada, 
At last in 1864, the Conservative min- 
istry was defeated. When the Cana- 
dian statesmen heard of the meeting 
that was being held at Charlottetown, 
they asked permission to join therein. 

The request was granted, and eight 
representatives, including John A, 
MacDonald, George Brown and George 
I, Cartier, were sent to Charlotte- 
town. A general scheme of confeder- 
ation overshadowed, and it was decid- 
ed to hold another conference at Que- 
bec, later in the season. 

In the following month the Quebec 
conference met. Thirty-three dele- 
gates representing Canada, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia, Prince Ed- 
ward Island and Newfoundland, gath- 
ered in the parliament buildings of 
the heroic capital of New France. Of 
French, English, Scotch and Irish 
were the “Fathers of Confederation,” 
a fitting body to deal with the ques- 
tion of union, of all the British North 
American Colonies, The fitting chair- 
man was Paschal Tache, a eoldier in 
the war of 1812, The most promin- 
ent member fn the gathering was un- 
doubtably John A. MacDonald, who 
had played an important part in Can- 
ada’s affairs, Upper Canada was rep- 
resented by George Brown, a Liberal 
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of pronounced type, and the founder 
of the “Toronto Globe.” The other 
delegates were Alexander T. Galt, 
Thomas D'Arcy McGee, a poet and 
historian, Willlam McDougall and 
Oliver Mowatt, the Lieutenant- Gover- 
nor of Ontario. 

Among the Nova Scotia representa- 
tives were Charlies Tupper, and Ad- 
ams D. Archibald. New Brunswick's 
delegation was headed by Samuel L. 
Tilly, a man who stood high in the 
public life of the province. Prince 
Edward Island was represented by 
Colonel Gray and George Coles, New- 
foundland sent Frederick Carter as 
delegate. 

In March, 1867, the “British North 
America Act" was passed, known as 
the “B.N.A. Act.” The provinces of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, were to be united together, and 
form one Dominion, under the name 
of Canada. The names Upper Can- 
ada and Lower Canada. gave place to 
those of Ontario and Quebec. 

The sovercign was to be represent- 
ed by a Governor-General, and to ad- 
vise the Governor-General was a cab- 
inet or executive council of thirteen 
members. Thé senate was to be ap- 
pointed for life by the Governor-in- 
Council. The House of Commons was 
to be elected by the people for a term 
of five years. The provinces were re- 
presented according to the population. 
The representation of Quebec was to 
remain fixed at sixty-five members, 

The “B.N.A. Act” came into force 
on the first day of July, 1867. The 
birthday of our great Dominion was 
and is celebrated throughout the pro- 
vinces, and has been kept since as a 
national holiday. 

During the first session of the Do- 
minion Parliament, upon the motion 
of Hon, W. M. McDougall, the Bri- 
tish government was asked to hand 
over Rupert's Land and the North- 
West. It was claimed that the Hud- 
son's Bay Co, did not try to encourage 
settlers out there, but only_reserved 
it for the fur trade, The Dominion 
government said that if there was not 
a fixed boundary line’ the United 
States could claim more than their 
share of the land. The Hudson's Bay 
Co. finally consented to give up the 
land and their monopoly of the fur 
trade. They were allowed to keep 
one-twentieth of all the land south 
of th® North Saskatchewan river and 
east of Lake Winnipeg. They were 
allowed to keep all their trading posts 
and build others where they desired. 
The government gave them 800,000 
pounds sterling in cash, 


The government sent out surveyors 
to survey the land they had taken 
over. This stirred up the Indians 
along the Red River. They thought 
that the surveyors were trying to take 
the land away from them, The pre- 
serice in the colony of several annexa- 
tionists also roused the Indians, till 
it became a rebellion. The rebels 
were led by Lewis Riel, an Indian 
half-breed, who had been educated in 
Montreal for the priesthood. 

The news that Hon. W. McDougall 
was on his way to the Red River to 
assume the governorship, was a signal 
for the rising. Riel and his followers 
seized Fort Garry and set up a so- 
called “Provisional Government.” 
When McDougall reached the boun- 
dary he was forbidden to go further. 
Among the prisoners Riel had forced 
into Fort Garry, was a young Ontario 
immigrant named Thomas Scott. He 
was the unfortunate youth whom Riel 
had picked out to be his yictim. Scott 
was led\gut before the walls uf Fort 
Garry d shot. When-the-news ‘of 
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this brutal murder reached Ottawa 
a force of seven hundred fegulars and 
volunteers were chosen and preceed- 
ed at once to the scene of the rebel- 
lion, A toilsome and dangerous jour- 
ney by way of Lake Superior and fur- 
traders’ routes, was skilfully conduct- 
ed by Colonel Garnet Wolseley. When 
Riel heard of the coming of Wolse- 
ley he and a few of his foliowers fled 
to the United States, This closed the 
rebellion known as the Red River Re- 
bellion. 

Out of the strife of the rebellion rose 
a new province, Even while Wolseley 
was on his way to Ft. Garry the Ma- 
nitoba Act was passed by the Cana- 
dian Parliament. By this Act Mani- 
toba was made a province of confed- 
eration in the year 1870, The claims 
of the half-breeds were fully met 
with. Many of Wolseley’s men re- 
mained in the new province to share 
its making, The little settlement 
around Fort ,Gar Was soon trans- 
formed to the populous city of Win- 
nipeg. Manitoba's first governor was 
Adams G, Archibald. 

A year later the western expansion 
of confederation was continued. Bri- 
tish Columbia offered to become a 
province under conditions that there 
be a railway built to conhect her with 
the other provinces. This railway was 
to be built within two years, And in 
the year 1871 British Columbia be- 
came a province, 

In 18738 Prince Edward Island en- 
tered the confederation. Throughout 
the whole of the island's history the 
ownership of land had never ceased 
to ¥ “a vexed question, To settle the 
mafler the Dominion government 
voted $800,000 to buy the land. The 
fenants were now in a position to 
purchase the land which they occu- 
pied. ‘ 

No greater task has confronted any 
parliament than the building of she 
Transcontinental railway. Thatyf it 
should be undertaken within two 
years was the conditicns of British 
Columbia's entrance into the Domin- 
fon. In 1872, the year in which Lord 
Dufferin became Governor-General, 
Sir John A, MacDonald introduced the 
question into parliament. Two com- 
panies sought the charter, one the 
Inter-Oceanic, and the other the Ca- 
nadian Pacific. The government, un- 
able to choose between the two com- 
panies, gave the third, known as the 


Canadian Pacific Railway Company, 
the charter. The great enterprise was 
well under way, when suddenly a 


member of the house arose and ac- 
cused the government for having sold 
the charter to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Co, for a sum of money to be 
used for election purposes. There 
was @ great confusion and the gov- 
ernment resigned. 

Alexander Mackenzie was the leader 
of the Opposition. The Pacific Prov- 
ince insisted upon the fulfillment of 
the conditions on which she had en- 
tered the Dominion, and even sent 
delegates to England. The Govern- 
ment agreed ,to bulld a wagon road 
and a telegraph line along the route 
of the projected railway, aud by the 
year 1890 to complete the railway it- 
self, from the Pacific Coast to Lake 
Superior, where it connected with the 
American roads and the Canadian 
steamship lines. Tho delay caused by 
the Mackenzie government put a sev- 
ere strain upon British Columbia, The 
road was to be finished by 1891 but 
with such vigor was the work pressed 
forward that it was completed — five 
years earlier, 

When the railway was completed 
many farmers nrovedt* oat west. They 


spread beyond the boundaries of Man- 
itoba, and found homes atong the 
banks of the Saskatchewan river, and 
even as far west as the foothills of 
the Rockies, The North-West ‘Terri- 
tories was governed by the Governor 
of Manitoba and eleven members. In 
1876 a change took place. The eastern 
section of the province was placed 
under control of the Lieutenant-Govy- 
ernor of Manitoba. The west was di- 
vided into four districts, Alberta, Ath- 
abasca, Saskatchewan and Assinabola. 
Regina being on the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific railway, then under 
construction, Was chosen as the seat of 
government, A 

The events of the .ailway gave pro- 
mise to peaceful and rapid progress, 
when suddenly a_ second. rebellion 
broke out. If anything further was 
neded to provoke the rebellion it was 
the presence of Louis Riel ,who had 
returned from exile. 


Near Duck Lake a force of Mounted 
Police and Prince Albert volunieers, 
while attempting to bring in stores 
and supplies was met by a band of 
rebels and driven back with a bose of 
twelve men killed, The success of the 
rebels at Duck Lake forced thems to 
fall back to Prince Albert, 

A band of Indians under. their In- 
dian leader “Big Bear,” formed an at- 
tack or the little settlement of Frog 
Lake, near Fort Pitt. Then. they fol- 
lowed on to Fort Pitt where they car- 
ried away many women and children, 

When news reached Otiawa of the 
rebellion, the Dominion government 
gave prompt attention, The call of vol- 
unteers met with eager response on all 
sides, Distance made the transporta- 
tlon of troops very difficult. There 
were several gaps in the Canadian 
Pacific railway along the north shore 
of Lake Superior; which made it ne- 
cessary to use sleighs for the transpor- 
tatlon of guns and military stores. 
Within two months forty-four hun- 
dred men were in the field, all but the 
Winnipeg contingent, being from eas- 
tern Canada, 

General Middleton, commander-in- 
chief of the Canadians, arived at Qu’- 
Appelle ,a small town near Regina, 
quickly formed his plans. Making the 
Canadian Pacific railway the base line 
of his operations, he prepared to crush 
the rebellion in three different places 
at once. Three places were in inamedi- 
ate danger—Prince Albert, Battleford 
and Fort Pitt. General Middleton was 
to advance from Qu’Appelle to Ba- 
toche, Riel’s headquarters, Colonel! Ot- 
ter was to make an adyance from 
Swift Current, on the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, to Battleford, on the 
North Saskatchewan river. yeneral 
Strange was to go from Calgary to Ed- 
monton. 

In a few days General Middleton's 
force left Qu’'Appelle, and in twelve 
days later reached a small fort known 
as Clark's Crossing, on the South Sas- 
katchewan River, where it had been 
arranged to meet the steamer “North- 
cote’ coming down the river with re- 
inforcements and supplies, The steam- 
er was delayed so General Middleton 
divided his force, one on either side of 
the river, and advanced in the direc- 
tion of Batoche. A few days later the 
division on the east bank of the river, 
entered on Fish Creek, and came sud- 
denly upon a strong»force of rebels 
under command of a butfalo hunter, 
whom Riel had chosen as lieutenant, 
In the skirmish which folowed Middle- 
ton lost.ten men, and the enemy elev 
en, Middleton decided to await the 
steamer which arrived on. the Sth of 
May. The advance was continued. In 
twa, days they yeached the _ rebels’ 


“headquartérs, Here ‘there was a sklr- 
, 


mish which held out for five days. On 
the fifth day the Indians gave in, and 
three days later Riel was taken pris- 
oner, Without loss of time General 
Middleton advanced on to Prince Ai- 
bert and then to Battleford. 

Ten days later after leaving Swift 
Current, Colonel Otter halted within 
three iniles of Battieford, at Cut Knife 
Creek. Here was another skirmish 
The losses sustained in this fight was 
eight killed and fourteen wounded, 

Meanwhile, General Strange had re- 
lieved Edmonton from the danger of 
the Indians, and was descending the 
North Saskatchewan in order to hem 
in “Big Bear,’ between his force and 
that of Colonel Otter’s stationed at 
Battleford, He reached Fort Pitt on 
the 24th of May, and he found that 
“Big Bear's” force vas too strongly 
entrenched to be successfully attack- 
ed.. Major Stecle was sent in pursuit, 
Gradually. “Big Bear's” force was bro- 
ken. up and the leader, himself, finally 
surrendered, to the Mounted Police. 
With Riel, Poundmaker, and Big Bear 
captured, the rebellion was at an end, 
Riel. was tried at Regina, and though 
strongly defended, was found guilty of 
treason and sentenced to be hanged. 
Bight Indians also paid the death pen- 
alty for murder, while others were 
jmprisoned, among whom was Pound- 
maker, who died in prison, 

Although a trying experience while 
it Jasted, the Saskatchewan rebellion 
was not without its good results, The 
Dominion Government was brought to 
recognize the claims of the Metes and 
gave then: proper title-deeds for their 
land. The Mounted Police force was 
considerably increased., The council 
waa abolished and an Executive As- 
sembly took its place. 

In 1905 still further progress was 
made in the way of organization, By 
the act of parliament, introduced by 
the government of Sir Wiifrid Laurier, 
the Liberal leader, two new provinces, 
—Alberta and Saskatchewan were 
formed from a portion of the North- 
West Territories. These new provinces 
became a part of the Dominion on the 
int of September, 1905. 

The gold-seekers of the far west 
were moving gradually northward, 
From river to river they moved until 
large quantities of gold was struck on 
the Yukon river in 1896, Settlers pour® 
ed in and formed the now called, City 
of Dawson. 

In 1899 w broke out between 
Great Britalrf and thé Boers of South 
Africa. Great Britain called upon the 
new Dominion, The premier, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, at cnce offered ald to the 
Motherland. Canada's offer of one- 
thousand men was-accepted, In two 
weeks’ time the contingent, including 
representatives from every province, 
was recruited, equipped, and trans- 
ported to Quebec, ready at any time to 
sail for South Africa, Later mbre men 
were raised and were hurried to the 
distant battle ground, Eight hundred 
and seventy two men was Canada's 
contribution to the force of the Em- 
pire, Of these two hundred and fifty 
were wounded, while two hundred and 
forty lie buried beneath the veldts of 
South Africa, 

While the war was still in progress, 
Queen Victoria died on January 22nd, 
1901, Cables flashed around the Em 
pire of the death of the Queen who 
had “wrought her people everlasting 
good.” 

In the following year, King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra were crowned, 

Canada has furnished many stars in 
literary work, among them, E, Pauline 
Johnston, Miss Laucy st oe vb D5 
ery, Ralph Connor, .

The Semi-Centennial of Canada Is 
the fiftieth anniversary of Canada's 
birthday on the first of Jyly, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven, After fifty 
years of growth our country has be- 
come a great nation, 

Before confederation the govern- 
ment of the country was in a bad 
state, The governor-general with tho 
tavo councils could do as they wished 
without consulting the people's repre- 
sentatives, The people wero dissatis- 
fled so rebellions were raised in Upper 
and Lower Canada. They were sup- 
pressed and Great Britain looked into 
the matter and a conference was held 
in London, England. After hard 
political struggles by Macdonald, Mc- 
Kenzie, Tilley, Tupper, Brown and 
others the British North America Act 
Was passed and signed by Queen Vic- 
toria on May 22, 1867. 

On July Ist it came into effect and 
the provinces of Ontario, Quebeo, 
Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick be- 
came the Dominion of Canada, 

The usion brought many important 
changes. Each province had a gov- 
ernment of its own to deal with affairs 
regarding that province only and over 
all was the Dominion or Federal gov- 
ernment, This gcevernment consisted 
of a governor-reneral, a chief-advisor 
or premier, and hig cabinel chosen 
from the house of commons, which ts 
elected by the people, and a senate, 
The cabinet was to be responsible to 
the house of commons. There was to 
be representation by population, Now 
instead of different colonies of Great 
Britain th North America, quarelling 
among themselves they were all united 
and good friends. 

During tbhig 50 years many changes 
have taken place, Instead of roaming 
bands of Indians covering the plains 
of the west they are some of the best 
grain areas in the world, After the 
Red River rebellion the province of 
Manitoba was formed in 1870, Then 
others followed, British Columbia in 
1871, Prince Edward Island in 187%, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan in 1905, 

Since confederation the population 
of Canada has grown from 83% to 
7% millions. Railways have been 
built, giving the west a chance to ex- 
port its grain and a chance to trade 
with other provinces. At the time of 
confederation there were few schools, 


now a school is in reach of almost 
everyone, 
After the union of the provinces

It is not very 
Surprising, therefore, that a member 
of the British Parliament declared a 
few years earlier that the whole col- 
ony was not worth £20,000. 

The Dominion of Canada, as it ap- 
pears on present-day maps, is not the 
Dominion of Canada created in 1867 
by the British North America Act. 
Nova Sdotia and New Brunswick, 
when they entered Confederation, had 
the same area as they have today, 
but Ontario and Quebec were then 
much smaller than they are at pree- 
ent. In fact, in 1867, they had no 
definite northern boundaries, as_ the 
rough country to the north was little 
known, and the disputes about bound- 
aries had not yet begun. The areas 
in 1867 of Ontario and Quebec are 
usually given as 121,000 and 210,- 
000 square miles, Add to these 
areas those of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, 21,000 square miles and 
28,000 square miles, respectively 
we obtain the total area of the new 
Dominion of Canada, which was about 
280,000 square miles, As Canada to- 
day has an area of 3,729,000 square 
miles, or almost ten times the area 
of the Dominion at Confederation, it 
is evident that her growth tn area has 
quite kept pace with her development 
in other directions, 

“Greater Canada” of Future. 

The chief areas of British North 
America, not included in the original 
Dominion, were Newfoundland and 
Prince Edward Island on the east, and 
British Columbia on the west; Rup- 
ert’s Land, a_ vast territory around 
Hudson Bay with no distinct boundar- 
fes; the Bermudas, the British West 
Indies, and Honduras. It seems ap- 
propriate that in this semi-centennial 
year proposals are being publicly 
made looking to the inclusion of at 
least Newfoundland, the British West 
Indies and the Bahamas in a Greater 
Canada, which would thus become an 
empire in itself while continuing a 
part of the far-flung British Engpire. 

The Twentieth Century is, indeed, 
Canada's. It does not need the eye of 
a prophet to see that in the very near 
future Canada’s population will be 
trebled or quadrupled, The temperate 
regions of the earth have few vacant 
places ,the tropical practically none. 
Yet the people of the earth continue 
to increase and multiply. The south- 
ern parts of Western Canada, South 
America, South Africa, and Australia 
are but sparsely peopled at present, 
yet all are eminently suited for set- 
tlement by white races. And of all 
these countries it would seem as if 
Canada would be first to receive the 
great tides of emigration. She appears 
to be better prepared and better fitted 
to receive them. This prospective 
rapid development of Canada demards 
the careful organization and utiliza- 
tion of her wonderful material re- 
sources,

_ July Ist, 1917, marks the jubilee of 
Canada’s natlonhood, On July ist, 
1867, the British North America Act 
went Into effect and the Dominion 
started on dts wonderful career, 1t is 
difficult to realize that only fifty years 
“80 there was no Dominion; but. in 
its place, a group of small and com- 
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After Fifty Years. 

Since the outbreak of the Great War 
Canada has made rapid strides as a 
manufacturing country. In spite of 
great agricultural and mineral re- 
sources, almost one half (46 per cent.) 
of her people dwell in urban centres. 
Ontario and Quebec practically mono- 
polize the manufacturing industries 
of the Dominion. The value of manu- 
factured products of these provinces 
for 1911 were: Ontario $5679,810,225, 
Quebec, $350,901,656, out of a total 
value for the Donginion of $1,165,975,- 
639. Canada used to be a debtor na- 
tion, that is, the value of her imports 
exceeded that of her exports, This 
state of affairs is now reversed, and 
the balance of trade is no_ longer 
against her. For example, Canada's 
trade for the fiscal year of 1915-16 
reached a total of $1,424,000,000, Ex- 
ports amounted to a total of $741,000,- 
000, distributed as follows; Manufac- 
tures, $242,000,000; agricultural pro- 
ducts $250,000,000; animal products, 
$102,000,000; minerals, $66,000,000; 
lumber, $51,000,000, and fish, $22,000,- 
000, Imports were valued at $507,000,- 
000, of which $289,000,000 were duti- 
able goods and $218,000,000 frea 
goods. 

But the commercial! and manufactur- 
ing aspects are the least in which the 
Great War has affected Canada, While 
immigration—in recent decades a 
prime factor in the national life—has 
ceased, the nation has made great 
efforts towards the maintenance of the 
productivity of its various basic indus- 
tries—agriculture, mining, lumbering 
and fishing—and has given great num- 
bers of its sons to the fighting forces, 
thus giving the answer to the states- 
men who foretold that Canada would 
desert the Empire in time of danger. 
This expectation of Germany has been 
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falsified, and the fifty years of Can- 
nda's national life furnish a wonderful 
example of the triumph of faith which 
inspired the Fathers of Confederation 
and the public men of the Mother 
Country In the sixties, 

The final step towards Confedera- 
tion was taken when a conference was 
held in 1866 in London, betwoen Brit- 
ish and Canadian statesmen. Tho 
result of thelr work was the British 
North America Act, which passed the 
British House practically unopposed, 
and came into force July ist, 1867, 
The Act provided that Canada (Upper 
and Lower), Nova Scotia, and New 
Brunswick should be united under ene 
federal government, but that each 
should manage its purely local affairs. 
The united country was to be called 
the Dominion of Canada, and hence- 
forth Upper and Lower Canada wero 
to be known as Ontario and Quebec, 
It is interesting to note that the first 
draft of the Bill calls the country the 
“Kingdom cf Canada.” This did not 
mean an independent kingdom, but 
an auxiliary one, with the monarch of 
England at ite head. The term ‘Do- 
minion” was substituted, lest the word 
“kingdom” might offend the Republi- 
can susceptibilities of our American 
neighbors! 

The New Constitution,

to be appointed for five years, Fach 
province was to have a Lieutenant 
Governor appointed by the Governor-

functions of Governors were to call,

The Dominion Parliament was to 
consist of two houses, the Senate and 
the House of Commons. The Senate 
was to have 72 members; 24 from 
Ontario, 24 from Quebec, and 24 from 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick cont- 
bined. The Senators were to be ap- 
pointed for life by the Governor-Gen- 
eral. A Senator must be at least 
thirty years of age, and must be pos- 
sessed of at least $4,090 worth of 
property. Tho Senate's functions are 
identical with those of the British 
House of Lords prior to 1911. The 
House of Commons was to be elected 
by the people. With respect to its 
membership, the princinle of repre-

Provinces and Powers 

The Provincial Parlaments were to 
be similar to that of the Dominion, 
except that it was left optional wheth- 
er a province should or should not 
have a Senate.. To avoid confusion 
the old names, Legislative Council and 
Legislative Assembly were to be the 
official names of the provincial houses. 
The duration of the Dominion Parlia- 
ment wae fixed at five years, that of 
the Provincial Parliaments at four 
years. All parliainents were to meet 
once a year, The seat of the Domin- 
fon Government was to be Ottawa;

Compared with United States 
It ig often said that our conatitu- 
tion is a direct copy of that of the 
United States, This is untrue in some 
very important respects. In the Unit- 


ed States the central government re- & 


ceives its power from the “Sovereign 
States" within clearly defined limits. 
verything which tho states did not 
specially part with at the outset, is 
jealously guarded. Thus, theoretical- 
ly, it is a very elender thread which 
binds a state to the union, and it was 
largely this centrifugal force which 
caused the American Civil War. The 
framers of the British North Ameri- 
ca Act took warning from the weak 
points in the Americun rcheme. The 
provinces ceded all their powers to 
the Crown, and received back such 
ineasures of self-government as their 
representatives had agreed upon as 
desirable. Again with us, judges are 
not olected by popular vote as in the 
United States, but are appointed by 
the Governor-in-Councll for life, and 
thus are not dependent ‘on the cap- 
rice of the people of a province for 
their nomination and retention in 
office.” It is enough to say that Con- 
federation has fulfilled the expecta- 
tions of its most sanguine advocates, 
The Act stands today as on July. Ist, 
1867, except that several new prov- 
Inces have been admitted—an added 
proof of the advantages of union. 
Period Preceding 1867 

After the union of Upper and Low- 
er Canada in 1841, the united Province 
of Canada made rapid progress. Tho 
populaticn rose from 1,100,000 in 1841 
to 2,607,667 in 1861; und yet, in com- 
parison with what they are today, the 
chief cities were still small, Mon- 
treal had only 90,323 inhabitants in 


hand, many of the villages and some 
of the towns were far larger and more 
Lrosperous than they are now. 

In the period just before Confedern- 
tion most of the people of Canada 
were engaged in agriculture and lum- 
bering. Grain was grown more ex- 
tensively then than now, and rmany 
parts of central and southern Canada 
still contained’ great pine forests. 
Moreover, tho operation of the Reci- 
procity Treaty created a very large 
and lucrative trade with the United 
States in the products of the farm and 
the forest. Much of the grain and 
lumber was carried by water, and as 
a result many an Ontario harbour on 
Lake rie and Lake Ontario was then 
a very busy point of departure for 
realling vessels and steamers engaged 
in this export trade. At the same 
time the valley of the Ottawa produc- 
ed an immense quantity of squared 
timber, snost of which was exported 
te Europe, On the other hand, manu- 
facturing was confined almost exclus- 
ively to the supplying of local needs, 
and little atte:mpt was made to export 
tnanufactured goods. 

In the fifteen yearg before Confed- 
eration a very wonderful, development 
in railways in the country, the eix- 
feen-mile line between Laprairie and 
St. John, L.C., had been opened in 
1836, but in 1851 there was not yet 
a single mile of railway track in Up- 
per Canada. In the following years, 
however, development wes rapid, and, 
by 1865, 2,148% miles were built and 
in use, 

Union Followed Progress 

In the Maritime Provinces railways 
had made little progress, and in 186% 
New Brunswick had only 196 miles, 
and Nova Scotia only 93. Even after 
the construction of all these railways, 
colonization roads, built through the 
bush by the government, continued to 
be very important for giving access to 
those parts of the country not to be 
reached by the railways, and for en- 
couraging settlement. In 1868 there 
were seven of these roads in Upper 
Canada, and five in Lower Canada,

The beginnings of Alberta agricul- 
ture were grazing enterprises in the 


southern part of the province, These 
were of United States rather than of 
Canadian origin. It was a hundred 
years ago that the Selkirk Colony was 
established on the Red River. Its in- 
ternal progress was slow and its ex- 
pansion slower. Independent of rail- 
Way communication, the progress of 
serious settlement from the Selkirk 
Colony outwards would have been 
along the Upper Saskatchewan, and 
this was developing at the time the 
Canadian Pacific heated straight west 
from Winnipeg and reached the coaat 
in 1886. This led to active settlement 
in the southern parts of all the west- 
ern provinces, including Alberta. In 
the time between 1870 and 1885, how- 
ever, Alberta had been reached by the 
cattlemarn from the south. Owing to 


the favorable climate ard naturally-. 


cured winter feed, the horse and cattle 
ranchers were well established ‘1 Jer 
the Chinook before the railway camo 
in, and it might be ¢aid that the 
ranching interest was dominant in the 
province until 1900.

Agricultural Development in 
Alberta From Early Settlement 


Written By James McCaig, Editor of Provincia} Publications, 


with close farm community settlement 
and the shrinking of the old kind of 
cattle Jand. The settlement along the 
Calgary and Edmonton railway haa 
always had an efficient and perman- 
ent aspect. At the end of the line was 
Edmonton, but acroas the Saskatche- 
wan—Strathcona being the terminus, 
It was without transportation facili 
tles except ox-carts up to this time, ao 
that agriculture was not at all de- 
veloped, A garden was as good as a 
farm for there was no market for sur- 
plus products. The Canadian North- 
ern arrived in 1906 and by it, the trail 
of prosporouy settlement up the great 
Sackatchewan Valley was retaken and 
restored, Edmonton with 1200 people 
in 1900, with 7,500 in 1906, reached 
76,000 in 1914, which was cut back to 
60,000 by the war. By the coming of 
tne railway, Edmonton was establish- 
ed as the heart of a aecond area in tho 
province entitled to a descriptive name 
of its own and now cailed-Central Al- 
berta, Remarkable as the growth of 
Edmonton has been In having made a 
ten-foid increase from 7,500 people 
in ten years, more remarkable still is 
the growth of the broad fundamental 
understructure of mixed agriculture 
and settled home-making for which 
the central part of the province stands, 
In spite of the early lack of railway 
facilities, Central Alberta has already 
developed good types of land enter- 
prise and good commercis! centres. 


Ten yearg ago, Edinonton was a 
town at the end of a stub line. It had 
small beginnings in agriculture but a 


mighty prospect. One of the things 
the old Edmonton settlers did have 
was a big outlook to the north, Peace 


River Croging is in the same poaiticn 
today. We have pushed our privil- 
eges, even so recently won for our- 
relves, out into the Great Peace River 
Valey, to w new land of bunch grass in 
rome places, poplar and pea-vine in 
others, but with ite share always of the 
big top of Albarta feed, with streams 
and springs and quick, deep soll and 
occasional visits of the Chinook 
thrown in. The feature of climate 
representod more characteristically in 
the regular Chinook in the south ls 
what inakes pogsible a large northern 
development in Alberta. For the sake 
of clear thinking, Alberta is three 
provinces in one. The material for the 
story of the great northiand has not 
yet been made. The story of agricul- 
stural development relates chiefly to 
the southern and central sections. 


Not that we have yet done much 
with the great gift prairie soil. Of the 
161,782,000 acres of land in the prov- 


ince, it is commonly estimated that 
there aro 100,000,000 acres of pro- 
ductive land. The area under crop in 
1916 is estfmated as 8,884,738 acres— 
a ilttle loss than four per cent. of the 
total. The area occupief amounts to 
about ten per cent. or eleven per cent, 
The deveiopment of agriculture in Al- 
berta can be made to display some 
interesting figures and percentages of 
yields and increases in acreages, cropr, 
live stock, etc. These are available in 
the censug and statistical reports of 
the Dominion Government. The most 
Interesting and most siknificant study 
in development relates to types of 
farm activity and enterprise, progress 
in the art, science and business of 
egriculture, and in the rapid and ef- 
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festive organization of machinery by 
the bogies! for popular and ays- 
tematio agricultural sducation. 


Irrigator and Dry Farmer 


In Southern Alberta, commonly de- 
scribed as the part of the province 
under the Chinook, the rancher ex- 
pected to have, been left in undisputed 
possession of the grass. The climate 
of pouthern Alberta is popularly de- 
ecrived as rather dry, In a good many 
publications, the expression “too dry 
to grow crops without irrigation” fre- 
quently appears, As a mater of fact, 
the average rainfall of Southern Al- 
verta is not very much below that of 
Central Alberta, the average in the 
former being about sixtoen inches and 
in the latter about eighteen or nine- 
teen, Tho difference in the two areas 
fe due to a difference in the waste of 
moisture from evaporation, The Chi- 
nook generally carries away the mois- 
ture represented in the snow fail of 
Northern ‘Alberta threo or four times 
during the season. Some of it is blown 
from the face of the fields into the 
coulees, In summer time, while mols- 
ture falls abundantly in the latter half 
cf May and in June and part of July, 
in an average year the prairie grasa is 
commonly completely cured by the 
Chinooks during July. If land is bare 
during winter and Chinooks frequent 
in the growling and ripening period for 
grains, crops naturally fail. 

It in this circumstance that is re- 
sponsible for the inauguration of irri- 
gation enterprises in Southern Alberta. 
The first of these was established with 
headquarters at Lethbridge about the 
year 1900. It received its water sup- 
ply from the St. Mary's River and its 
scope was the application of water 
to about half of a million acre tract. 
Thig enterprise has been acquired by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company established a atill larger en- 
terprise east of Calgary with supplies 
Orawn from the Bow River and under- 
{aking to water a million out of three 
million acres total property in land. 
The Southern Alberta Land Co., with 
headquarters a: Medicine Hat, draws 
{ts supplies likewise from the Bow 
River, It controls over four hundred 
thousand acres of land of which over 
half is irrigable. This makes a total 
of a million and threo-quarters acres 
of irrigable land included in three 
large entervrises. There are a number 
of small ones besides, 

Irrigation means crop insurance, 
heavier crops, a greater diversity in 
crops, such as forage and succulent 
crops in addition to grain, and makes 
live stock breeding and feeding. cer- 
tain and possible. The establishment 
of this type of intensive enterprise is 
an important phaso of devolepment In 
the former buffalo and cow country. 
The uses of irrigation in actual pro- 
duction has been fully demonstrated. 
There is scarcely so much to be said 
for the use that is made of the crop. 
Probaby seventy-five per cent. of the 
alfalfa grown on the Irrigated lands in 
the Lethbridge district is marketed 
for cash instead of through live stock 
auch as lambs, steers, otc, 

The Dairy Industry 


Central Alberta is devoted to live 
stock and dairy work chiefly. The 
produttion of large quantities of hay 
and cheap grains are always favorable 
to etock»skeeping and Central Alberta 
has an extremely heavy top of vegeta: 
tion, Central and Northern Alberta 
together are rich in the pea-vine as 
well as in the fine grasses and a.su 
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green-feead and 
roots can be grown in the greatest 
iuxumances, 

The dairy output in 1916 reached 
seven and a half million pounds, There 
ere fifty-seven creameries and thirteen

The Edmonton City Dairy is one of tho 
greatest dairy enterprises in Canada, 
It does a large creamery and manu- 
facturing business as well us wholo 
milk distribution, 
General Live Stock 

General live stock interests are come 
mon to all farm enterprises in Central 
Alberta. The horse stock is changing 
rapidly. Light-legged small stock 1s 
Gisappearing and the farm yards and 
pastures ali show houvy farm horses 
from the use of Clydesdale and Per- 
cheron sires chiefly, 

Purebred beef cattle properties ‘aro 
numerous in Central Alberta. The 
largest purebred Hereford herd in 
Canada is in Alberta. Shorthorns are 
most numerous and Angus are well

part of Alberta there are few atill 
owned and operated by the founders, 
the Humberstone mine is a remark- 


uble exception, 

Wm. Humberstcne, the plonecr coal 
miner of Edmonton, though now 81 
years of age, is still remarkably active 
and takes an active personal interest 
in the work of the farm connected 
with the Humberstone mine which ty 
now located on the bend of the river 
upstream from the G.T. P. crossing. 

Mr. Humberstone himself began 
mining coal at Edmonton In 1880 on 
the river bank east of the Bulletin 
office, 

In 1900 Mr. Humberstone moved to 
the present site, 6 miles N. BE. of the 
centre of the city on the river bank, 
und only supplied local trade till about 
1910, when the ©. T, P. was connected 
with the mine by a privately owned 
spur. During the last seven years de- 
velopment hag been progressive and 
rapid. 

From supplying the demands of 
three or four fire places in the hamlet 
community at Fort Edmonton, when 
Mr, Humberstone delivered the output 
of his original mine with an ox-cart, 
the business has kept pace with the 
development of Edmonton and its ever 
expanding settlement till the output is 
now in summer 3800 tong per day and 
in the winter season $00 tons and over 
per day, 

250 Mine Employces 

fhe payroll of the 260 employees 
and the ten staff officers adds $20,000 
per month in the busy season to the 
business of the community. The out- 
put of the mine this year has been 
100,000 tons. Though much is pro- 
duced on the farm neat the mine yet 
about $5,000 is spent in a year for food 
“for the men boarding at the mine. 

The supplies totaling $45,000 per 
year includes pipe, steel rails, naiis, 
fittings, hardware, iron for upkeep of 
mine cars, trainloads of timber and 
lumber, mechanical and electrical fix- 
tures and tools. $2,500 is spent on 
wire rope and from 3 to 6 carloads of 
high-grade explosives are used per 
year. All supplies are bought in Ed- 
monton. Humberstone coal is now 
shipped by the trainload. In the old 
cart slack is now hauled to the power 
plant of the mine,

Manufacturing Growth 

Canada’s industrial life was a small 
factor in 1867, There were few fac- 
tories and artisans, with little or no 
production other than for home use;

Would Not Remain Unchanged 


He warned the assembly that what- 
ever else happened, the constitution of 
Canada would not remain unchanged, 
“Something must be dune.

~—-to a state of perpetual ministerial 
crisis. The events of the last elght 
months cannot be obliterated—the 
solemn admission of men of all parties 
can never be erased, The claimg Of 
Upper Canada for justice must be met, 
and met now. Every one who raises 
his voice in hostility to this measure 
is bound to keep before him, when 
he speaks, all the perilous conse- 
quences of its rejection. No man who 
has a true regard for the well being of 
Canada can give a@ vote against this 
scheme unless he is prepared to offer, 
in amendment, some better remedy for 
the evils and injustice that have so 
long threatened the peace of our 
country.” 

In the first place, he said, confed- 
eration would provide a complete 
remedy for the injustice of the sys- 
tem of parliamentary representation 
by giving Upper Canada in the house 
of commons the number of members 
to which {tt was entitled by popula- 
tion. In the senate, tho principle of 
representation by popuiation would 
not be maintained, an equal number 
of senators being alloted, to Ontario 
and Quebec, and to the group of 
Maritime provinces, withont regard 
to public expenditures. “No longer 
shall we have to complain that one 
section pays the cash while the other 
spends it.”

It is almost too much to expect 
that a young nation will have devel- 
oped in less than a half century many 
signs of artistic self expression, but 
already Canadians are beginning to 
look for indications of artistic endeav- 
or in the Dominion, We are a country 
without a great deal of tradition. Even 
the Provinces that had existed for a 
century or two before Confederation 
aro really new in the sense of having 
any feeling of national conscious- 


nes, They were considered colonies 
for so many years, and the struggle 
for existence was all that filled the 


mind of the pioneers. Then came 
nationhood, and Canadians became 
slowly nfiore conscious that they 
needed literature, art, and music 
They were content for many years to 
import those beautifying influences 
of life, and were rather inclined to 
discourage local effort. In this re- 
spect things have changed greatly of 
late, and every Canadian is looking 
for the time when we shall have 
novels and poetry, music and drama, 
pictures and similar forms of na- 
tlonal self experession that the world 
will recognize and honor. be 
Canada has not been without 
poets. Indeed it is in this branch of 
literature that our country has beon 
richest. There are men like Archi- 
bald Lampman who have pictured 
and interpreted our life and our Ca- 
nadian scenes in their verse in a 
manner that has made them classics 
in our land, Bliss Carman, Wilfrid 
Campbell, and Duncan Campbell 
Scott have given the world many 
beautiful lyrics, and there are other 
writers of verso Iike Pauline John- 
son, the gifted Indian poetcss, who 
will be long remembered because 
they belonged so peculiarly to this 
land. Robert W. Service is the man 
who has won the widest international 
fame as a poet, being known in 
England as ‘the Canadian Kipling.” 
Our novelists huye net bern nae 
numerous as our poets, and they 
have done no work as fine aa the ex- 
quisite poetry of Lampman, but sev- 
eral of them stand high in the esti- 
mation of the general reading public. 
Sir Gilbert Parker is well establish- 
ed as a careful and painstaking 
novelist, and his oarlier work helped 
to make the life of the Quebec Habi- 
tant known to people in England and 
the United States. Though not greatly

and Began Actual Deliveries Through City in 1881—In Later 
Pioneer Days Some Ooal Was Mined in City For 
Export Down Saskatchewan to Battleford 
and Other Eastern Points, 


William Humberstone, a  ploneer 
coal dealer here, says that in the ear- 
ly days that the local coal could be 
used in the forges for heating iron but 
when a welding heat was required the 
local coal did not make the fire hot 
enough, This explains why the char- 
coal was preferred by blacksmith Bor- 
wick as stated by Henry Fraser, and 
how the early explorers report coal 
as being used in the forges at the 


fort, 
Coal Contract in 1880, 

In 1880 William Humberstone took 
a contract for supplying coal to the 
Hudson's Bay fort and delivered it 
with an ox-cart. In 1881 he started 
supplying the public and established 
the first regular coal business at Ed- 
monton, He had then only himself 
and one man and the maximum daily 
output was what the two men could 
mine in a four foot seam in one day, 
owing t othe small local demand, 

John Brown, the first storekeeper 
in Edmonton, outside the Hudson's 
Bay Co., bought the first load of Hum- 
berstone coal, after the H.B. Co. con- 
tract was supplied. The Hudson's 
Bay Co, John Brown and James Me- 
Donald burnt the coal in old fashioned 
grates, At first there were no coal 
stoves used here. 

Sold First Coal Stove. 

John Cameron says he sold the first 
coal stove in Edmonton. It was a base 
burner built for anthracite coal and 
yet it consumed the local coal quite 
satisfactory. When Mr, Cameron 
came to Edmonton, Wm. Humber- 
stone was mining coal and delivering 
with one team to the citizens of the 
village. <A few years later, Mr. Cam- 
eron noticed that three teams were 
hauling Humberstone coal and re- 
marked that it was a sign that Ed- 
monton was growing rapidly, 

Mr, Cameron was in Montreui fifty 
years ago and remembers the cele- 
bration of the birth of the Dominion 
of Canada on, July 1st, 1867. Mont- 
real was illuminated and there was 
general rejoicing {n honor of the 
event. He came to Edmonton in 1881 
and it was about that time he sold 
the coal stove to Dr. Verry, who lived 
on the H. B, flats near the present 
site of Edmonton's power plant. 

John Cameron is still very much 
interested in the development of the 
coal industry for 58 miles west of the 
city he has 5,600 acres of coal lands. 
$300,000 has been spent on develop- 
ment of the property which is said 
to have a reserve of 1,000 tons per 
day for the next 800 years. Mr. Cam- 
eron formerly owned the property 
now operated by the Twin City Coal 
Co, 

Coal has ever been a topic of news 
in the Edmonton Bulletin, for in Vol- 
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ume 1, No, 1, published on Dec. 6th, 
1880, it was stated that "The H. Be Cc. 
has let a contract for taking out 200 
tons of coal. It will be taken out of 
the bank on Mr. Groat's property. 

Edmonton Bulletin of Nov. 5th, 
1887: “Sache and Walter have estab- 
lished a wire rope ferry from their 
coal pit on the south side to Ross flat. 
The coal is shot into the scow from 
the mine and loaded into wagons on 
this side.” 

Edmonton Bulletin, Dec, 24th, 
1887: “At Edmonton we think $3.50 
per ton cheap for coal although it is 
mined directly under the town, 

Local Coal Exported. 

In the later ploneer days a few 
barge loads of coal were mined at Ed- 
monton and sent down the river to 
Battleford and Prince Albert. When 
the Calgary and Edmonton railway 
was built to South Edmonton, the 
White Star mine began to ship a few 
car loads of coal to Calgary from El- 
lerslie siding. The pioneer home- 
steaders in the Sturgeon, C.over Bar 
and other settlements secured coal 
rights with their homestead lands and 
some mined coal for their own use out 
of the bank of the coulee or river 
where the exposed coal seams was 
easily accessible. A few in later years 
began to haul coal to Edmonton mined 
on their own homestead and traded 
a load of coal for groceries, for coal 
was more plentiful than cash in those 
days, 

The pioneer coal mines at Hdmon- 
ton were located along the river banks 
The Donald Ross mine was near the 
McDougall hill. The Humberstone 
mine was opposite the old Columbia 
hotel and was reached by a hillside 
grade from Jasper avenue, between 
the Williamson block and the R.N. 
W.M.P. barracks which are modern 
landmarks of the locality. 

When Alberta’s railways were then 
few and far between, the demand for 
coel was so small in proportion to 
the available supply that operators 
had to be careful not to mine too 
much or it would become a drug on 
the market, with the small population 
of the time. 


History of a Mine. 


The history of the Chevigny mine 
at Cardiff is a good illustration of 
how. many of the mines were started. 
Desiring a well on his homestead, Mr 
Chevigny started to dig for water. 
After digging through 16 feet of dirt 
he dug his well hole through 16 feet 
of coal and was disgusted at the 
thickness of the seam, for he was 
after water, not coal, He pluckily 
kept on digging to a depth of about 
80 feet, when he struck a second coal 
seam. He was afraid to dig through 
it and so stopped to rest for the night. 
In the morning the water flowed in 
and he got what he wanted, a well of 
water. 

However as the settlement grew 
and there was a demand for coal he 
Started to develop a mine or rather a 
slanting hole in the ground to tap his 
16 foot layer of coal underlying his 
homestead. As the settlers increased 
their purchases he enlarged his plant 
and sank a shaft and replaced the 
horse power hoist with a steam engine. 
Coal at the mine was sold at from 25e 
to $1.00 per ton according to the 
grade and the surplus supply on hand. 
In fact, for the double box:-load of 
rood coarse coal slack and the labor 
of putting it in the sleigh, this pioneer 
coal mining homesteader only charged 
fifty cents. 

Around the slack pile of this mine, 
pigs were feasting at their leisure, 
munching and crunching the health- 
inducing black nuggets of carbon. 
All farmers in mining districts find it 
pays to throw a load of coal in the 
yard of the pig pen. 


Collieries at Cardiff 


Later ‘when the C. N. R. was built 
to Morinville a spur track was laid 
over to the Chevigny homestead and 
now at Cardiff there are several large 
collieries operating and shipping daily 
by the trainload. 

The building of the EB. D. & B. C. 
and the A. & G. W. Railways to Car- 
bondale Junction provided cheaper 
transportaiton for the mines near the 
Sturgeon valley which had for years 
been operated on the homesteads of 
the pioneer settlers nearby, These 
mines were started years ago with 
tunnels into the bank of tnecoutec 
but the coming of the railway induced 
the construction of a shaft and tipple 
at the spur track on the Bell farm. 

Several of the farmers in the Sture 
geon settlement homesteaded in the 
early days before the government re- 
srved the coal rights and though tbere 
is undoubtedly coal underlying ere 
farms yet they have made no effort*to 
mine it as yet,

a pastime of stealing horses from the 
Crees or anyone else in the north 
country, whom they could catch un- 
awares. Occasionally they might also 
make an attempt to steal a wife from 
the Crees, 

But these tribal wars changed from 
war to peace like the weather chang- 
ed from storm, to calm in a few hours 
and there were times when round 
about the suburbs of the fort there 
were tenting in teepes tne band of 
Cree Indians who came to trade their 
furs with the white men at the fort. 

Plenty of Food for Hunters, 

These natives hunted for their food 
supply and even in war time there was 
no famine price for food. When a sup- 
ply of buffalo seat was secured some 
of it would be packed uway in the 
form of pemican, Some times there 
would be as many a* a hundred tents 
pitched around the fort. When food 
supply ran shore they woud go out to 
hunt some buffalo which were very 
plentiful all over the prairie in those 
days, no doubt much more plentiful 
that cattle are today. When starting 
out to hunt in tho south country they 
would camp at Walting Lake, two 
miles south of the rivor near Mill 
Creek, as their first stop after leaving 
the fort and for’'ng the river. 

It was caled \ aiting Lake because 
there the hunters would wait for each 
other before making a dash south into 
the staniping grounds of the buffalo 
where they might meet marauding par- 
ties of the tribal enemy of the Black- 
foot clan, Special care had to be tak- 
en by the scoutsto preveut being sur- 
prised by the Blackfeet while huntin®s 
around and along the valley of the 
Battle River, so named on account of 
it being frequently the meeting place 
of the hostile native tribes, 

While out on # hunt, the camp was 
arranged with the carts making a cir- 
cular corral for the horses with the 
tents pitched in a ring outside the 
earts and with the circle of camp fires 
in a further outer ring and with the 
armed sentries on duty all night to 
prevent the enemy from slipping up 
unnoticed to the sleeping Crees, mas- 
sacring the people or stealing a horse 

‘ or a wife from the camp. 

The desired meat supply having 
been obtained trom the herd of buf- 
falo ihe party of Crees would return 
to the fort or move northward to hunt 
and trap the fur bearing animals that 
roanted at will over the country. After 
a successful expedition the Crees 
would often camp near the present 
site of the Edmonton cemetery at a 
Iake called Drunken Lake, because of 
the carousals that were held there 
when the full effect of the Hudson Bay 
rum und been realized, Drunken Lake 
has gone dry and many of those who 
camped there have been buried long 


ago. 


/ 


Buffalo Plenty, 

There used to be lots of buffalo, Mr. 
Fraser remembers when he was a boy 
attending school at the Fort Edinon- 
ton how his teacher, Rey, Father Scol- 
len was going to take the boys out to 
Horse Hills to see a large herd of buf- 
falo; but the scouts were not certain 
that there were no Blackfeet about 
and so the boys were afraid to ven- 
ture so far from the Fort. At Wetas- 
kiwin, he had seen the prairte cover- 
ed with buffalo which were so numer- 
ous that they made the prairie look 
black. He remembers having seen the 
buffalo come to the waterhole on the 
river ice near the present power house. 
The people at the Fort had lots of 
meat and the buffalo were allowed/to 
come and go at will without being 
molested, 

When hunting buffalo or in their 
tribal warfare the Crees used guns of 
28 bore firing bal! cartridges. They 
would shoot with flintlock guns. The 
Cree natives had no rifles in the early 
days. The Blackfeet were better arm- 
ed. The natives had their own niinia- 
ture munition factory and melted up 
and remoulded the bullets taken from 
the slaughtered animals, Bulleta were 
also made from the lead sheets that 
came around the tea. Bows and ar- 
rows and other, primitive weapons 


were also used In those days. Game 
was so plentiful that

; Trapped Ten Timber Wolves, 

When a school boy at Fort Edmon- 
ton about fifty years ago Henry Fraser 
lived with his uncle Mr, Borwick, the 
blacksmith,. who made for the lad 
some traps. Now he, remembers how 
as a lad he used to set his traps along 
the hillside frond where the Macdon- 
ald hotel is to the present location of 
the residence of the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of the province of Alberta. Once 
near where the C.P.R. touches the 
north side of the valley, a dead dog 
was used as a tempting bait for the 
wild animals and at it the lad set his 
trap night after night till before the 
dog was all eaten up he had secured 
ten timber wolves in ten nights. The 
timber wolf hide was worth about a 
skin or fifty cents. So with the pro- 
ceeds of his ten nights’ trapping he 
could buy a blue coat. Silver foxes, 
cross foxes and red foxes were plenti- 
ful in what is now the limits of the 
City of Edmonton. , 

Many Fur-Bearing Animals. 

The wild fur-bearing cnimals were 
quite numerous and large herds of 
buffalo roamed the plains but the do- 
mesticated live stock were very few, 
considering the extent of the country, 
and the herds and flocks now found in 
the same locality. 

Horses were used by the natives in 
both winter and summer, for travel 
and transport as well as the faster 
ones for hunting the buffalo, The 
breed of the wild horses had been im- 
proved by the H.B. Co, buying from 
Blackfeet between some of the tri- 
bal wars, some very fine enimals that 
the Blackfeet had stolen from) their 


- neighbors to the south, 


The company used to keap the horses 
they did not use, at Rivicre Qui Barre 
and those which were used most often 
were kept at Long Lake tc the west of 
the Fort. Moise Cheeposit (Sharp 
Toes) was “horse-boss” at Riviere Qui 
Barre where from 500 to 600 head of 
horses were kept, as the base of sup- 
ply for the trading stock. 

The horses used from time to time 
were kept at Long Lake under a pro- 
tecting guard, Anie Hah-nee-hah-nees 
was keeper of the Horse Guard at 
Long Lake. The saddle horses were 
kept there too when not needed for 
use at the moment, 

, Weed-End Holiday. 

Saturday was then the week-end 
holiday, for the employees at the fort. 
On Friday evening after work was 
done some of the young men would go 
out to Long Lake and get their saddle 
horses, bring them into the Fort and 
feed them hay over night so as to 
have them fresh for a good ride on Sat- 
urday and Sunday, They might take 
a ride out over the prairie, or visit 
friends in the St. Albert mission or 
Settlement or perhaps get up the local 
excitement of a challenge horse race, 

Big Bets on Horse Races, 

This was not then part of Canada 
and there was no celebration of Do- 
minion Day. But if anyone had an 
idea that his horse could go somk, a 
challenge would be sent in the form of 
tobacco to the owner of another ‘fast 
horse. If the other fellow accepted 
the challenge, some tobacco would be 
sent to the challenger, Some big races 
were often staged at Edmonton with 
the wagers as high as 50 head of 
horses for the winner and his backers. 

When the race was won, there 
would be great yelling, and the guns 
would be fired in honor of the victor. 
The noise of the races would be min- 
gled with the noise of the dogs yelp- 
ing and racing in packs round the 
camp. #erhaps a wolf or a _ coyote 
would be attracted by the nolse and 
come to the edge of the hill to see the 
fun, but he ready to furn and run !f 
the racers took after him. 

In the winter similar races would 
‘be held when an owner of an extra fast 
dog team considered his team could 
travel faster. The river ice made a 
g00d race track for the winter sports 
while the scout on the hill kept a 
sharp lookout for any danger of an at- 
tack from the Blackfeet, 

But the most exciting races would be 
when hunting buffalo, Tho other races 
just helped to keep the buffalo hun- 
ters and their horses in training, In 
the races with the Blackfeet horse 
thieves, the first to start did not always 
win, and the stolen horse might be 
recaptured from the thief who was 
epeedily punished, 

In the winter the carcass -of the 
buffalo would be brought home on a 
flat sleigh, two buffalo carcasses and 
their green hides making a load, The 
hores used forthe hunt in winter had 
no grain nor hity and when the hun- 
ters camped, their horses were Just 
turned out to paw for their’ meal un- 
der the snow. The wiid grass was 
green and nice near the bottom and 
its nutriment was not damaged by the 
frost. Horses sometimes got fat and 
kept fat on frozen grass, In places on 


the prairie the grass would grow 
about four feet high, peuvine§ from 
five to six fet and blue joint about 


three feet high, 
50 Men Mere 50 Yeais Ago, 

The population of Fort Edmonton 
was then about 50 men, some Scotch- 
men, some French half-breeds and a 
few Frenchmen, There were more 
women than men and about 25 school 
children. Kev. Father Scollan was

the teacher when Henry Fraser went 
to school in the Fort, Church services 
pace also held in the church ‘in the 

‘ort, ¥ 

At Lac Ste Anne there was a Hud- 
60n's Bay trading post, the Roman 
Catholic Mission churca with Pere 
Amas as priest in charge. 

There were no doctors and not much 
sickness in the country. “All the medl- 
cine we had was peppermiint, castor 
oll and pain killer,” remarked the 

foneer who at the age of 64 je atill 
n good health today. ‘‘My father used 
to have a medicine case and if the 
children were sick they were brought 
to him. I do not know what kind of 
medicine it contained for I never had 
to take any of the medicine,” 

In those days people used to eat a 
lot of wild berries, wild rhubarb and 
sap from the inner bark of the pop- 
lar and birch trees .and that helped to 
keep them healthy. ‘ 

With a smile and a emack of his 
lips, Mr. Fraser tod how the outer 
bark was peeled off the tree trunk of 
the poplars, and with a knife thé inner 
juicy bark was scraped up and supped 
from the blade of the knife. He atill 
enjoys it und had a taste of poplar 
just the other day, In the spring time 
the sap from the birch trees was tak- 
en and boiled in kettles to make birch 
syrup, which he said was a delicious 
drink. ‘Yes,” said Mr. Fraser, as he 
looked around the garage and wished 
he was,in a poplar bluff so he could 
give the Bulletin man a taste, “the 
poplar bark sap is god now. I ate 
some yesterday. The birch Is gocd toa, 
Pine sap is pretty good but tastes a 
little bitter like gum.” 

Never Saw a Dollar Then, 

From different angles the reporter 
tried to secure for the reader @n es- 
timate of the cost of living in those 
days at Edmonton, but each tinte that 
the price of anything was mentioned 
Mr, Fraser replied that there was no 
money here in those days. He never 
saw a dollar bill, By a series of ques- 
tions it was finally ascertained, for 
comparison with conditions today, that 
the worth of a cayuse or native pony 
was about the best medium of com- 
parison of the costs of living half a 
century apart. Cayuses were worth s0 
much then any ayuses have a money 
value even today. By figuring the 
value of the cayuse then and now a 
fairly agcurate comparison of the cost 
of living was obtained. 

The common unit of exhange then 
was called a skin but to the ordinary 
reader that has no monetary meaning 
today, though if a money value be 
given to it, a skin was worth about 
fifty cents fifty years ago. 

A common averaged-sized cayuse or 
Indian pony of the type which was so 
plentiful then is today, according to 
Mr. Fraser, worth about #50 in ordin- 
ary modern money. 

Cost Counted in Skins, 

But fifty years ago the cayuses of 
similar merit would be worth about 26 
skins or $12.60 in our money calcula- 
tions, A pair of pants would be worth 
then about 10 skins or $5. A knife 
was worth about 1 skin or 60 cents, A 
tim pan was worth one skin. Ten plugs 
of nigger head tobacco was worth 1 
skin. A fine cloth coat with brass 
buttons was worth 20 skins or nearly 
as much as a small cayuse, A blue 
coat was worth 10 skins and a duffle 
coat was worth 15 skins. ¥ 

Larger horses would be worth more, 
some as high as 50 and 60 skins, An 
extra good buffalo hunter might bring 
as high as a hundred skins or as much 
modern money value as the small 
cayuse is worth today. Mr, Fraser 
remembers quite well how thirty years 
ago he gave a pair of pants worth 
$1.50 for a cayure yearling mare, 

There were no white women in Ed- 
monton in those early days of which 
he spoke, The half-breea women wore 
mostly prints, cashmeres and cheap 
tartans. A small cayuse would not 
pay for a good dreas, 

Paid $100 for a Year's Work. 

The dog drivers in the winter were 
paid by the year at about twenty 
pounds sterling or $100 with the priv- 
flege of purchasing their supplies at 
cost. They would have a surplus of 
about $40 at the end of the year's 
work, 

Blacksn@iths and carpenters got 
about eixty pounds per sear or $300 
in our money. The Scotchmen who 
were working for the company got 
about twenty pounds, company clerks 
got about twenty pounds and all these 
company men got their goods at cost 
without the freight charges added. 

Mail used to come in twice per year, 
ence in summer and once in winter. 
Mr. Fraser remembers about 45 years 
ago how he and John Fraser went to 
Lloydminster (or about where that 
town now is) to meet the mail and 
they made a record trip travelling 300 
miles in three days, 

Only 100 Acres Grain Crop, 

Fifty years ago there was no farm- 
ing here except about a hundred acres 
of grain fields of the Hudson's Bay Co. 
and a few potato patches in the native 
setlements. The H.B. Co, farm fields 
were on the flat east of the fort and 
on the top of the hill neur where the 
Richelieu hotel now stands. The other 
farmers who had potato patches were 
freemen (men who did not work for 
the Hudson's Bay Co,) French half- 
breeds who settled around the 8t. Al- 
bert Mission, at Lac Ste Anne and at 
Grouard, No potatoes were sold, No 
more were raised than the producer 
wanted for his own use, though some 
times he shared with his friends, 

To thresh the/grain a tread power 
threshing mill was used, The com- 
pany grew wheat and ground it’ into 
flour at the windmill. Flour waw sold 
at a value today equal to $100 per 
sack, The only people who bought 
flour at the Bay then were gold min- 
ers who wintered at Miners’ flat and 
they gave gold, taken from the river, 
in trade for flour, In other worda, they 
might work at mining yor from four 
to twenty days to get enough gold to 
trade for a sack of flour, depending on 
the miner's luck and the length of his 
day's work, 

Meat was cheaper then than now. 
Buffaloes were abundant and there 
were lots of fish and fowl. Licenses 
were not needed to fish or hunt. Bea- 
ver were shot in the river and the 
bull dogs (big files) used to run the 
moose down to the river and they 
could be shot quite easily, 

Clothing Was ene. 

Clothing was cheap, too, hat was 
bought was got from the Hudson's 
Bay Co, But the natives made pants 
and coats from the hides of wild ani- 
mals. ‘The dresses for the children 
and the girls were made from young 
moose. No boots were used, Mocca- 
sins were made from moose hide. 
Duffle was wrapped around the feet 
for socks, The men wore no under- 
wear only a cotton shirt and no vest. 
The blue coats had a capeau and all 
the men wore belts, The leggings 
were made of cloth and in black, blue 
or white colors. 'The cloth used for 
leggings was something like a blan- 
ket, only not quite so woolly. 

Sometimes the men would go out on 
a buffalo hunt when it was 40 below 
zero. They would wear woolen mitts 
tied to a lope atring hung over the

neck. They would race through the 
deep snow after the buffalo on horse 
back, pull the hand out of the mitt, 
pull the trigge:, re-load and gallop af- 
ter another buffalo till they got as 
much food as was wanted from the 


herd, 
Start of Live Stock. 

At Lao Bte, Anne about fifty years 
ago, thé Hudson's Bay Co, had a cow, 
the jest had a cow, and Moosewa, 
a Bver Indian, had two cows which 
he had brought all the way from 
Winn! » Pierre De Long had a cow 
and a bull called Bovierre (Green- 
wood), There were five cows and 
bull in the whole herd of cattle 
Lac Ste Anne in those days. 

But at Edmonton the Hudson's Bay 
Co. used oxen'in their carts on the 
long trail haul over the prairies. The 
oxen were used on account of the 
danger of the Blackfeet stealing the 
horses. Tho danger of an ox being 
stolen was not so serious, for it tra- 
velled too slow for the thief to get 
far away before he was caught. The 
horse thief would hustle and travel 
as far and as fast as he could at the 
start so as to get ns far away as pos- 
sible the first two days and night. 
The old route of the ox-carts used to 
follow the north side of the river to 
Fort Carleton so as to keep the river 
between the transport train and the 
danger zone of the tribal enemy. 

There were no sheep in this country 
in those days. Coyotes and timber 
wolves were more numerous then 
than now. 

The swine herds of this part of Can- 
ada have increased very considerably 
since Mr. Fraser was a boy In 1867, 
About that time the Hudson's Bay 
Co. had two big sows and a boar at 
Edmonton. He remembers seeing 
them at the Fort and how they were 
big brutes weighing about 300 pounds, 
Malcolm Groat used to feed the pigs 
at the Fort and the boys around the 
Fort were afraid of the big boar when 
he would stand up on his hind legs 
and make an attempt to get out of 
his pen. 

There wer® no tame birds In Ed- 
monton or district in those days, 
There were lots of wild prairfe chick- 
ens, and wild fowl were more plenti- 
ful. In fact, wild game was so plenti- 
ful that there was no need of a close 
season, and the wild game birds could 
be secured -for a meal almost any 
time when a variety in the diet of 
buffalo meat was desired. 

Litde Flour Used. 

From their two milch cows at Fort 
Edmonton butter was made, but since 
comparatively little flour was used 
there was not much use for butter. 
The head men of the Hudson's Bay 
Co, got four sacks of flour per year, 
four kegs of sugar and a chest of 65 
pounds of Kongo tea. The workmen 
got a yearly allowance of 10 lbs, of 
tea and 10 Ibs. of sugar per year. 
The hunters got salt. 

Buffalo Soup. 

The common bill of fare was boll- 
ed meat boullion with a taste of salt 
added. At times Saskatoon berries 
were boiled with the meat. When a 
boy, Mr. Fraser did not have milk to 
drink and would not have liked the 
taste of milk if he could have got it. 
Sometimes he got potatoes with the 
meat or fish. Sometimes dried buf- 
falg meat or pemican were used when 
fresh meat was not handy. When he 
lived with his father at Lac Ste. Anne 
white fish were very plentiful. Fish 
then, as now, in the north were fed 
to the dogs which were used in win- 
ter on theyleds, 

In those days the people used wood 
for fuel except when out on the plains, 
where there were no trees, though 
where the Crees travelled most there 
was plenty of wood. The blacksmith 
of the Fort used to cut the Atoosplie 
(Alder willow), and pile the sticks up 
like a teepee. Mud was plastered over 
and ground the pile and in the kiln 
thus formed the willow wood was 
burnt to form charcoal for use in the 
forge. When the supply of charcoal 
ran short some coal might be dug out 
of the river bank. There were no re- 
gular coal mines here fifty years ago. 

When the Hudson's Bay Co. trans- 
ported their freight either up or down 
the river in York boats between Ed- 
monton and Lake Winnipeg it was 
generally deemed advisable to camp 
on the north side of the river so as 
to be safer from the danger of the 
marauditg bands of Blackfeet In- 


at will over the 
While track- 
ing up the river they followed the 
north side for the same reason. When 
going down, sometimes the York boat 
drifted with the current all day and 
night, the crew taking turns at sleep- 
ing and steering. 
Plow Made in Edmonton. 


Fort Edmonton, fifty years ago, had 
an agricultural implement factory for 
the blacksmith, uncle of Mr, Fraser, 
made a plow and harrow which were 
used on the company's farm, The 
plow polht was made of steel forged 
at the anvil and heated to a forging 
heat by use of charcoal made from 
willow, The beam was made from @ 
stout seasoned birch stick. The 
mouldboard, too, was of birch. The 
coulter was made from a piece of 
steel, The harrows were made of na- 
tive wood throughout. Grain was cut 
with a cradle and raked, ap with a 
wooden rake, and the endeveb tied by 
hand, 


Mr, Fraser remembers the day that 
they first used the reaper, which was 
operated by two men, one was the 
driver and the other raked the bund- 
les off the table, But that is less 
than fifty years ago. 


When asked about the price of har- 
vest labor, he stated that those who 
worked in the harvest fields at Ed- 
monton fifty years ago got about a 
skin a day and their grub (pemican 
or meat and no tea), They worked 
from 7 in the morning till 6 at night, 
with an hour’s rest at noon, They 
quit when a bell rang. 


No matches were used here fifty 
years ago, and fire was started by 
means of a flint and steel, and the 
spark caught in the-touchwood. Clay 
pipes were used while the Indians had 
pipes made from stone. Niggerhead 
tobacco was the brand most common- 
ly used. A ble roll of about five 
pounds, wes worth about as much as 
on averaged sized cayuse, Wit 
a high cost of a big smoke, it wabsae 
wonder that the tobacco was mixed 
with the dried inner bark of the wil- 
low or what !s called “Kinikinnick.” 

Difference In Environment, 

During the progress of the interviow 
at which the above recollections of 
old-times were secured from Henry 
Fraser, (a younger son was present 
part of the time), and it is worthy to 
note the difference in environment at 
Edmonton in the single lifetime of one 
generation, There ts a marked con-
